Impressed with the excellence of the sub- 
ject, and believing that society is benefited 
by the presence of illustrious example, the 
author of the following pages was induced to 
collect materials for the Life of Taylor ; but 
not until he had observed that, from various 
causes, it had been relinquished by abler 
hands*. Of these it will be expected he 
should give some account. , 

The first person who recorded any history 

* The author might have been deterred from entering 
into tbi». subject^ hod he not been urged to l^e iavesti* 
gation, by several literar;^ friends of acknowledged judg- 
ment. Among these, he records with pleasure the name 
of Dr. Thomas Fanshaw MidAtttoh^ whose friendship, 
('< qua apud animum meum nihil carius habeo*') was ma- 
nifested on this occasion, in a letter writteii» whilst on his 
Tojage to his Bishopric of Calcutta, to stimulate the 
audior to the task* ^ ■ : 
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of this eminent Bishop was Dr. George Rust ; 
who, in a sermon preached at Tayiiil's fu- 
neral^ and published in quarto in 1668, has 
comprehended the leading points of his life, 
and entered minutely into his character* The 
author of the " Athenae Oxonienses and 
Fasti/* has preserved some further information 
on the subject ; but from the nature of these 
works they did not admit of room for more 
than the chief events of his life, and the bare 
.mention of his writings. Short as the record 
is, it will be found in great part authentic ; 
and to have been the source of information to 
all the subsequent compilers of biographical 
Memoirs. 

The next in order was Thomas Baker, of 
St. John's college, Cambridge; who, in his 
manuscript notes to the works of the anti- 
quary already mentioned, and preserved in 
the public library in that university, added to 
the stock already collected. 

Bishop White Kennet left important re- 
marks on his writings : and in the Cole ma* 
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nuscripts are observations on the same sub- 
ject, %hde with a view to an Aihence Canta^ 
brigienses. In later times, the Reverend 
Mr. Wheeldon, rector of Wheathamstead in 
Hertfordshire, and prebendary of Lincoln, 
made a selection of his works; which he 
published with a preface in the year 1789, 
(including large extracts from Bishop Rust's 
sermon preached at Taylor's funeral,) in order 
to revive attention to the genius and cha- 
racter of this superior man. And in still more 
modem * days, a further selection was made, 
accompanied by extracts from other early 
English writers, with a preface, by Basil 
Montague, esq. A. M. printed in London, 1 805. 

The admirers of Taylor had some reason to 
hope for additional information from the pen 
of the late Reverend Ralph Nicholson, of 
St. James's in Liverpool, and rector of Dud- 
cote, near Abingdon in Berkshire ; but death 
deprived the world of his abilities, which ap- 
pear to have been eminently qualified for the 
task.*

papers have since that time been examined, and nothing 
relating to Taylor has been found. This information is 
obtained through the favour of Sir Christopher Robinson, 
Mr. Nicholson's son-in law ; and is confirmed by Arck* 
deacon Churton ; who, in writing to a friend, quotes a 
letter from Mr. Nicholson, sent a short time before his 
death, in which he declares that his inquiries were not 
attended with success. In the Gentleman's Magazine for 
the year 1791, a correspondence is inserted, between Mr* 
Nicholson,under the initials R. N. and other contributors 
under the signatures of £. J. and O. C. from which it 
i^pears that the materials for a Life of Taylor then in 
Mr. Nicholson's possession, were as follow :

At no point of time, since England first re- 
ceived the blessing of Christianity, was this 
more strikingly displayed than in the age which 
succeeded the reformation. " Sons of Pro- 
phets" then arose, endued with such powers 
of mind, animated with such grace, and armed 
with such weapons of erudition, as to render 
them invinciijle to their present enemies, and 
the admiration of succeeding times. 

Amongst the foremost of these was Jeremy 
Tatlor : a person who doQS not force himself 
into notice by ah origin derived from noble an- 
cestors, or raised^ above liie ordinary level of 
mankind. On the contrary, he is found to 
have-entered into life in the humblest walk of 
sofciety, and to aflferd an fflustrious example of 
learmng arid religittri rising into notice arid to 
Bbritiur' bj^ their intriilsic excellence.

Tnmty, in Cambridge, where hia father fot^ 
lowed the occupation of a barber: andvWai 
baptized on the 15th day of August, in the 
year of our Lord 1 61 3. At three years of age 
he was sent to the free school in his native 
town, then** newly founded under the will of 
Stephen Perse, M. D. late senior fellow of 
Gonvil and Caius coUege, and over which 
Mr. Lovering at that time presided. TTiere 
he continued ten years, making such* pro* 
gress in learning as to render him worthy, at 
the age of thirteen, of being admitted at 
Caius College in the same . university. He 
was entered a sizar on the i8th of August, 
in the year X626, under Mr. Bachcrofl*; 

b Taylor must have been amongst the number of thOM 
pupils who first took advantage of Dr. Perse's endowment, 
as the doctor's will, under which the school was founded, 
is dated only on the 27 th of September 1615.

The studies of the university were at this 
time improving. Bacon, some years before, 
had published his " Advancement of Leam- 
" ing," which had been well received *. His 
Novum Organum had enlarged, the bounds 
of reason, and by directing the powers of the 
mind to higher objects, had stamped an ad-

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ditional value on its acquirements^ ithadioM! 
troduced a new logic, which had led to thfe 
effect that Bacon himself expressly intended,. 
«« teaching to invent and judge by induction, 
<< as finduEig syllogi«n incompetent for sciences 
" of nature ; and by so doing had made phi- 
<^ losophy and sciences both more true and 
f* more active.** ' 

Greek ar\d Roman literature was so assi- 
duously cultivated, that it not only found its 
way into the writings c^aknost all the authors 
of the day, but into the common conversation 
of the liigher orders of society. 

At the same time, the result which Bacoii 
had anticipated from his labours was actually 
produced. <^ The foundation of a better mode 
'* of reasoning having been laid by him, and 
" the wheel begun to move, men were now 
*^ searching more truth from ChrMiaA writers, 
** than hitherto they had done from heathen.** 

Such appears to have been the state' of edu- 
cation in 'the university when Taylor entered 
upon it, possessing the advantages whic&

He had no sooner received institution into 
this preferment, than he commenced his 
charge "" over it ; and continued to reside at

Of the exemplary manner in which Taylor 
udminlstered the spiritual concerns of his^ 

^ This letter is in Taylor's hand writing, MSS. DonaL 
4a74.^ Art^49. in the Brit. Mus. 
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pari^i a &ir conclusion may be drawn both 
from his ardent piety and from the way 
in which he himself speaks of his experience 
in the conduct of souls. As &vourable an im* 
pression may be received of the manner in 
which he r^ulated the secular afiairs of his 
duty, from the evidence left on the parochial 
records, whence it appears that he was always 
present at the election of annual officers and 
entered many particulars in the books with his 
own hand. Amongst others of inferior note 
is the copy of a letter directed to him and the 
churchwardens from Dr. John Towers, bishop 
of Peterborough, upon the subject of ai^ organ; 
for the erection of which an order had been 
sent to Taylor by Bishop Dee, there having 
been an instrument of the same kind formerly 
in the church. 

The parish had obeyed the order, but were 
at a loss how to provide a stipend for an organ- 
ist ; and the object of this letter was to give 
directions to that purpose. 

But this is not the only instance in which 
he appears to have promoted decency and re- 
gularity in the/ public service of his church ; 
for in the next page of the book alluded to, 

c 
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a remarkable entry occurs in his own hand, 
containing a list of the books, vestments, ves- 
sels itnd furniture belonging to the church ; all 
of which seem to have been new, as the re- 
cord begins by stating,' that on the i oth of May 
in the year 1639, they were dedicated for the 
church of Uppingham, by the bish(^ of Peter- 
borough, in the cathedral church. * 

During His residence upon his living he lost 
his son William, who was "buried at Uppingham, 

'* From their being dedicated, there is reason to si^ 
pose they were a gifl to the church.

says, ^^tHat a person may give or dedicate goods to God's 
service in the church, and deliver them into the custody 
of the churchwardens, and thereby the property is imme- 
diately changed."

One 
chalice with a cover "silvet and gilt ; two patins silver and 
gilt ; two pewter flaggons ; one diaper napkin for a *cor- 
porale ; one bible ; one book of common prayer ; one altar 
cloth of green silk damask ; two altar cloths of diaper ;

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on the aSth of May, in the year 1642. Till 
this time of life Taylor appears to have ex« 
perienced an uninterrupted series of good for- 
tune. But the hour was now arrived when^ 
in common with every established minister 
and loyal subject, he was to suffer a reverse.

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CHAP. 11. 

niOM 1642 TO 1645. 

/^N the 3d of November in the year 1640, 
^^ that parUament assembled which accom* 
plished the subversion of the monarchical and 
episcopal governments. One of its first acts 
was the impeachment of Taylor's great patron, 
Archbishop Laud, who was committed to the 
custody of the gentleman usher on Friday the 
1 8 th of the ensuing December, and on Monday 
the I St of May following was finally conveyed 
to the tower. 

The situation of the archbishop, opposed by 
powerful and vindictive enemies, must have 
deeply affected the susceptible and ardent mind 
of Taylor: and the danger which he saw im- 
pending over the ecclesiastical government, 
called for those exertions which his knowledge 
and ability ware so highly calculated to sup* 
ply. These produced his " Episcopacy ■ asser-

'* An humble remonstrance to the high court of Parlia* 
'^ment, in behalf of liturgy and episcopacy," which pre* 
sently was encountered with an answer, wherein the origi* 
nal of liturgy and episcopacy is pretended to be disouased. 
This answer framed by a junto of five Presbyterian minis- 
ters, in or about the city of London, the letters of whose 
names being laid together made up the word Smectymnuu*. 
Tlie bishop replies in a '' Vindication ;" which yindication 
had a rejoinder, by Smectjonnuus. And at the same time 
a discourse was published by Sir Thomas Ashton, In 
the first part of which he gives ^^ A survey of the inconve^ 
** niences of the Presbyterian discipline, and theinc(mi;eiis>- 
<< ences thereof with the constitution of this state." And 
in the second, '' The original institution, succession^ and 
<^ jurisdiction of the ancient and venerable order of bishops/* 
This last part was seconded widiin the Compass lof this 
year ( 1641 ) by the History of Episcopacy, first published 
as the work of Theophilus Churchman, and not till many 
years after owned by the author's name. The next year 
brott^t forth a book by Dr. Taylor, called ** Episcopacy 
** a8serted,"aiidthe Aeriomastixof John Thyer, 5cc. All 
of them backed, and the two last encouraged by many pe« 
titions to his Majesty, and both houses of Parliament, not 
only from the two Universities, whom it most concerned, 
l{ut from several counties of the kingdom. Fol. p. 465.

year i643ihquartoi and was printed by Leo- 
nard Lichfield, Printer to the University. In 
the title page,he stileshimself"Jer.

shops by dergy and laily ; appointed them to 
be judges of the clergy and spiritual causes of 
the laity ; forbad presbyters to officiate with- 
out episcopal licence, reserved church-goods 
to episcopal dispensation ; and forbad presby- 
ters to leave their own diocese, or to travel 
without leave of the bishop. He shews, that 
the bishop had power to prefer which of his 
clerks he pleased, and that bishops only voted 
in councils, and neither presbyters nor people: 
that the bishop had a propriety in the persons 
of his derks : and that the jurisdiction of bi- 
shops was over many congregations, or parishes j 
which was aided by presbyters, but not im- 
paired ; so that the government of the church 
by bishops was believed necessary* For they 
are schism^^tics and heretics that separate from 
their bishops ; and bishops were always in the 
church men of great honour, and trusted with 
afiairs of secular interest. On this account they 
were forced to delegate their power and put 
others in substitution. But these were always 
-dergymen : for there never was any lay-elder 
in any diurch office heard of in the church.

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^uaUe treatise, which he dedicates .to' Sir 
Christopher Hattoit^ afterwards created Lord 
Hattcm of Kirby, and a man worthy of his 
friendship and c<»nmendation. Faithful to 
rdigion and his king, possessing a more than 
ordinary share of knowledge, a great admirer 
of learning, and wanned by an even flame o£ 
piety, in him Taylor found a patron capable of 
appreciating his worth, and a disposition eager 
to embrace his friendship. 

Their acquaintance originated, probably, du- 
ring Taylor's residence at Uppingham, in the 
neighbourhood of Kirby, the seat of the 
Hattons, a seat enlarged and ornamented by 
this distinguished nobleman. 

Sir ^ Christopher was the son and heir of a 
father of the same name and titie, and was 
educated at Jesus ^ CoU^e in Cambridge, and

Sir Christopher appears to have been a per- 
sdn of no ordinary merit : for Tayibrin another 
parbofln^ wc»^ks speaks of ^ his wisdom an^ 
u teknrihg, the great reputation he had abroad 
^ and^t^e hbnoor he had at home 4 that he had 
«« ateured io himself a great name in* all the 
" registers of honour by his skill and love to 
" all things that are excellenf,^ that he was 
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<^ loved and honoured by the beauties^ of his 
^« virtue, and the sweetness of his disposition, 
« by his worthy employments at court, and his 
«* being so beloved in his country, by the value 
«« his friends put upon him, and the regard that 
" strangers paid to him, by his zeal for the 
•« church, and his busy care in the promoting 
«« all worthy learning, by his religion and his 
«• nobleness/* 

We have stated that about the time of 
Taylor's institution to Uppingham, he was 
appointed one of the chaplains in ordinary; and 
being warmly attached to his royal master, 
the fortune of the one involved to a great de- 
gree that of the other. It is with reason *pre- 
sum^d that he quitted Uppingham at the lat- 
ter end of the summer of the year 1642 ; and 
from that time he must be considered as bear- 
ing his part in the public calamity. 

On the twenty-second of August of the 
same year, the King erected his standard at 
Nottingham, and proceeded by a circuitous 
march to Oxford. Taylor was called upon to 
attend his Majesty in his capacity of chaplain^

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and might possibly have joined the anny at 
that time, as its route lay at a short distance 
from his residence at Up^nngham. The King 
after the battle of Edgehill, on the a3dof 
October, pursued his course on the following 
day towards the University, and in his way 
forced the garrisoh at Banbury to surrender ^ 
and he occupied the time between the 23d of 
October and the i ith of the succeeding month 
in advancing through Oxford and Reading to 
Colnbrook, with the intention of proceeding 
to the capital; but, finding his march ob« 
ftructed by the superiority of the forces op- 
posed to him, he returned to the University, 
and resided for some time at Christ Church, 
During this cessation from conflict^ Wood re- 
lates, that << it was his Majesty's pleasure that 
** there should be a creation in all faculties, of 
** such as had either done him service in the 
** late battle, or had retired to him at Oxford 
^* for shelter, to avoid the barbarities of the 
** Presbyterians, then very frequent through- 
*^ out the nation. Accordingly a ^ convocation

Being one of the King's retinue, he is re* 
ported to have accompanied the army, which was 
before Gloucester <»n the I dth of that* month, 
and -at Newbiiry on the 20th df October.

From this date to the Easter 
of 166 1 no signature occurs, either of rectoi! or pastor* 
JohA Allington then signs himself '' Rector there," and 
. he was probably the same as bad been curate in 1631 • 
Henee it appeals that no person had subscribed Jiiovelf 
rectoc of the parish, between the time of Taylor's seqtie9- 
tration and the year i66ip when he was raised to the mitre* 
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the latter place, induced the King to return 
again to Oxford, where he assembled a Par- 
liament on the 22d of January; which was 
prorogued from the i6th of April till the 8th 
of October. But the court continued at Ox- 
ford until the 7th of May 1645 j and bio- 
graphers have asserted, with great appearance 
of truth that, during these intervals of rest 
from warfare, Taylor, in concert with Usher * 
and Sheldon \ was often summoned to preach 
before it* 

On the 7th of May the King agam took the 
field, and marched to relieve Chester; but 
afterwards diverted his course towards Leices- 
ter, and took it by storm on the 29th. Thence 
he advanced towards Daventry, with the inten* 
tion of relieving Oxford, then threatened with

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a siege ; but hearihg that the parliamentary 
general had withdrawn his troops, he turned 
to Norti^ampton. ' . 

On the 14th of June the King lost almost' 
the whole of his forces^ and his cabinet of 
papers and letters, at the battle of Nasqby. 
So complete was the victory on that day in 
favour of the Parliament, that the King, with 
some scattered horse was compelled to iy from 
Leicester to Ashby-deJa-Zouch ; thence to* 
Lichfield, and, for a safer retreat, into Wales. 
And though he was sufficiently recruited to 
advance with a body of horse towards Lich* 
field in the beginning of August, yfet there is 
reason to conclude that Taylor did not return 
with him. 

If, indeed, he were still in attendance on 
the army, he must have accompanied it through 
the coimties of Nottingham, Lincoln, Hun* 
tingdon, and Bedford, and arrived at Oxford 
on the 28th of August ; two days after which 
the forces marched to Campden ; and, having 
taken a fruitless route through the counties ci 
Gloucester, Heeefmd, Worcester, Salop, and 
Chester, again returned to Oxford. 
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But .the King's prospects were now enve- 
loped in gloom ; and to so low a state had he 
fallen on the 7th of April of the succeeding 
year, that he was compelled to quit Oxford at 
midnight, in disguise, accompanied only by 
Dr. Hudson and Mr. John Ashburnham, and 
to put himself under the protection of the 
Scots* anny, then before Newark. From Ihis 
day no chaplain was in attendance on his per- 
son. Though he wrote to the Parliament, 
desiring Dr. Shddon and some other of his 
chaplains might be with him, he was refused ; 
and it was not until the i6th of August of the 
year 1647, that we find them waiting upon 
him, which they then did at Hampton-court 
But that Taylor was not of the number, ap- 
pears from the publication of his *♦ Liberty of 
Prophecying,*' which took place in this year ; 
and was written, as he himself declares in his 
Epistle Dedicatory prefixed to that work, after 
his retreat ijQto Wales. 

The conclusion which is drawn from the 
facts produced is, that Taylor retired, into 
Wales, either in the summer of the year 1645^ 
or in the ^ring of the year succeeding.

A MONGST the inaiiy drcumst^nces that

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A Striking instance of abstraction of mind 
from passing events, is afforded during those 
years of the life of Taylor, which were spent 
either in the hurry of war, or the seclusion of 
a precarious retirement ; the time of his life 
at which we are now arrived. 

During this unsettled state of public affayh's, 
though harassed by frequent change of i^itu- 
stion, and distracted by the bustle of conflict 
Taylor cfid not lose sight of that, which, in his 
estimation, was most valuable, namely, the 
CSiurch of Christ as it had been estiablished 
in England at the Reformation, though now 
iabused ai^ persecuted. •* We have not only 
'•*< felt,'* he says, ** the evils of an intestine 
" war, but God hath smitten us in our spirit. 
^« But I delight not to observe the correspond- 
^ elides of «uch sad acddents, which, as they 
^< may )]^ppen upon divers causes, or may be 
^^ fbrced'^tftblentJy by the strength of fancy, or 
^» driven €tti by jealousy, and the too fond 
.^^ (finings of troubled hearts and afflicted 
*< spirits ; so thdy do but help to vex the of- 
^* fending' port, and relieve the afflicted but 
*< with a phantastic and groundless comfort : 
" I will therefore deny leave to my own 
^ affections to ease themselves by complain* 
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'< ing of others : I shall only crave leave that 
<< I may remember Jerusalem, and call to mind 
«« the pleasures of the temple, the order of h« 
" services, the beauty of hei buildings, the 
" sweetness of her songs, the decency of her 
*< ministrations, the assiduity and oeconomy 
<< of her priests and Levites, the daily sacri« 
** fice, and that eternal fire of devotion that 
" went not out by day nor by night : these 
<< were the pleasures of our peace } and there 
*« is a remanent fdicity in the very memory 
*< of those spiritual ddights which we then

" signations to an immortality of joys.*' » 

The as^mbly of divines issued a form of 
worshq), called " A Directory,** *• on the first 
<• ^of July in the year 1643; which wa$ 
** authorised by an ordinance of the thirteenth 
<< of Match following. On the appearance of 
<< this precept, whi^h took away that form oi 
*< prayer, that by the authority and consent 
<< of all the binding power of the kingdom, 
^< had been used and enjoyed ever since the

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^ reformation," Taylcn: instantly engsaged in a* 
itefutation of its principles, and produced his 
^ Apology for authorised and set forms of 
«« Liturgy; against the pretence o£ the 
^ Spirit.*' 

The treatise itself bears internal evidence 
of its having been written soon after the pub- 
ficatioi^ of the directory j and the dedication, 
which is to the Kii!ig, states that it was not 
given to= the world till two years afterwards : 
liiis 'drcumstaoce fixes the date of its com-* 
position >in the year ^644. ', In the mean time 
he published a discourse concerning prayer 
which appeared in 4to. in 1646, without his 
rikrtie^i' In' fdtt the apology is only ^an am- 
plificatioh of tliis, wMfth he iiaBed ** A Dis- 
•* course coneeranlg Prayer extempcfre, or by 
« pretencfe of the^- Spirit j in justification of 
"'authorised and* ^set forms of Liturgie, 
^*>ptinttdin the yere> 1646/^ 

. In delivering his jud^ent upon ithis. sub- 
ject, he exercises xiolftspferity, being resolved, 
as he himself declares, " not to be angry with

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«* any men of another persuasion^ as knowing 
<« that he differed just as much from them, as 
" they did from him." 

He first considers the opinions of those 
who deny all set forms S though in the 
subject matter they are confessed innocent and 
blameless. In the course of the investigation 
he canvasses the question of the operation of 
the spirit, applied particularly to the case of 
prayer, and shews, that ^* whatever this gift 
" is, or this spirit gf prayer, it is to be ac- 
" quired by human industry, by searching the 
« Scriptures, by reading, by conference, and 
** by whatsoever else faculties are improved, 
<< and habits enlarged. That Grod's i^irit 
« hath done his work sufficiently this way, and 
" he loves not either in nature or grace 
•« (which are his two great sanctions) to mul- 
« tiply miracles when there is no need-** 

Haying examined the full scope of the objec- 
tions brought by those persons who oppose all 
set forms, he proceeds to investigate the sen- 
timents of those who give leave that set forms

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md,y be used, provicjed it be left to themselveg 
to makfe them. And having stated and &|up» 
ported his argument in favour of; authorised 
and set forms of Liturgy, with all the force 
that just reason and Scripture afford*, he de- 
livers, this important opinion : " If all Chris- 
tian Chiurches had one common Liturgy^ 
there were not a greater Symbol to testify, 
nor a greater instrument to preserve thfe 
Catholick Communion ; and in former ages, 
whenever a scUsm was commenced, and 
that they called one another heretick, they 
not only forsook to pray with one another, 
but they also altered their forms, by in- 
terposition of new clauses, hymns^ and col- 
lects, and new rites and ceremonies; only 
those parts that combined kept the same 
liturgy; and indeed the same fprms of 
prayepr, were so much the instrument of 
union, that it was the only ligament of their 
society, (for their creeds, I reckon as part 
of their liturgy, for so they eyer were:) so 
that this may teach us a little to guess, I 
will not say into how many churches, 
bu into how many innumerable atoms, 
and minutes of churches, those Christians 
must needs be scattered, who alter their

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M fonns according to the number of persons, 
" and the number of their meetings, every 
^* company having a new form of prayer at 
«* every convention. And this consideration 
" will not be in vain, if we remember how 
** great a blessing unity in churches is, and 
" how hard to be kept, with all the arts m 
" the world ; and how every thing is powerful 
" enough for its dissolution. But that a pubt 
" lie form of liturgy, was the great instrument 
" of communion in the primitive church, appears 
** in this, that the xaS^ajf «irtf, or excommunir 
*' cation, was an exclusion, a communicatione 
" orationis, et conventus, et omnis sancti 
«♦ commerdi, from the participation of the 
" public meeting and prayers ; and therefore 
" the more united the prayer is, still it is the 
" greater instrument of union ; the authority 
*^ and consent, the publick spirit, and com- 
** mon acceptation, are so many degrees of a 
" more 'firm and indissoluble communion.** 

To give a complete analysis of this power- 
fill production might weary the reader : whilst 
by referring him to the original, a rich store 
of information is displayed to his understand- 
ing, in one of the ablest defences of liturgy 
that has ever appeared. 

Taylor had given his assistance to t^ie son 
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of his friend, Lord Hatton, in preparing an 
edition of the Psalms, according to Ihe au- 
thorized version : this appeared in the year 
1644, under the following title : " The Psalter 
"* of David, with Titles and Collects according 
** to the matter of each Psalm, by the Right 
^^ Honourable Christopher Hatton ^** All that 
is new in this publication was the production 
of Taylor. The preface which bears his name, 
and the titles and collects adapted to each 
psalm,itYvere the efforts of his mind. To these 
were added devotions for the help and assist- 
ance of all Christian people on all occasions 
and necessities ; which were published in the 
«* • fifth edition with additionais," in the year 
1657. : 

J ITiis work, though now supplanted by the 
incomparable writings' of Bishop Home, on 
the same subject, is still worthy of attention. 
Each collect imbibes the spirit of the psalm 
to which it is an appendage, and is expressed 
with the commanding simplicity and grace, 
which are so conspicuous in the writings of 
Taylor. Of the same description are the 
*« Devotions," subjoined to the volume j some 
of which are not original, t

<< Of winding Towy^JMerlin'sfabled haunt," 
and near the banks of diat beautiful river, which runs 
through the groimds. The surrounding country is highly 
picturesque. It is well wooded : but was much more so 
in the days of Taylor. Dynevor Castle, the seat of the 
ancient Princes of South Wales, with its fine hanging 
groves of venerable oaks, stands, about a,ii^le and a half to 
the north of Golden Grove ; Dryslwyn Castle, on a rocky 
hill in the middle of the vale is about three miles to the 
west, in full view of the principal front of the house; *and 
Grongar Hill forms a striking feature in the prospect, 
about a mile and a half to the north-west. It would be 
unpardonable not to bring to the. reader's memory the 
highly poetical description of this yale given by Dyer.

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Under the shadow of this fostering tree, 
Taylor found a shelter from the heat, and a 
covert from the storm. He was received into 
the family and allowed to minister to the house- 
hold, having a stipend allotted him, as he him- 
self intimates'* 

Though like the great sipostle he hstd a pro- 
fession, by which he rendered himself useful 
to others, and less burthensome to his noble

Thepresent house is by no means suitable to the princely 
property attached to it. It stands oii part of Ae ruins of 
the ancient mansion ; and some of the old walls remain, 
but not enough to convey any idea of the former place, 
which has been represented as approaching^ to magni- 
ficence. 

In the year i729,.the old inanor house was btimt down, 
together with all the furniture, library, (excepting two or 
three hundred volumes that die Duchess of Bolton, then 
proprietor, had in the house in London,) grists, deeds, 
valuable writings, and family memorials. The name of 
Taylor is still held in great vei^ration in that Aeighbour^ 
hood ; and tb^re is a walk or avenue near the hduse, which 
to this day is. called Taylor's walk.

Lvmn^i or Course of Sermonst 
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patron, yet he gratefully ackndwle(lges that to 
this munificent person, under Providence, he 
owed " the quiet, the opportunities, and dr- 
^ cumstanpes, of preaching, as if God had so 
*' interwoven the support of his affairs with hiii 
" patron's charity, that he would have no ad- 
" vantages pass upon him, but by his interest ; 
** and that he should expect no reward of the 
** issues of his profession, unless his lordship 
♦* had a share in the blessing."' By a spirit Uke 
Taylor's, " chastened but not killed, sorrowful 
" yet alway rejoicing, poor yet making many 
** rich," such beneficence was received with 
wmrmth answeraUe to the greatness of the oc*- 
casipn. And he gives thanks to Providence 
tliat bis lot had fallen so fairly ; that he could 
serve his friend in that ministry, by which 
he was bound to serve God ; and that his gra- 
titude, and his duty were thus united. , 

Blit there are grounds for beKeving, that 
upon. his first coming into Wales, the enmity 
of the opposite party pvusued him, and re- 
duced him to great distress ; andthat he was 
indebted to some more generous person of the 
pun^vailing side for his safety, previous to his

unity of this be preserved, in all other things 
men may take a liberty of enlarging their 
kriowiedge and preaching, according as they 
are assisted by the grace of God. * ':

He points out the disability of fathers, or 
writers ecclesiastical, to determine questions 
with certainty and truth; the incon^etency 
of the chiurch in its diffiisive capacity to be 
judge of controversies, and the impertinency 
of that pretence of the spirit. He asserts the 
authority of reason, and that it, proceeding 
upon the best grounds, is the b^st judge ; and 
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fioints out some causes of eiror 'in the etbrd^ 
^reasoq, which are inculpate in thaaabelves. ' 



Next he observes the innocence of error in 
-a pious person; the deportment to be- &sed 
towards Ijhose who disagree ; and wh^' per- 
secution &^ cc»nmenced. After this,' fdSow 
.dt»ervations on the extait to wfaidi the church 
,or government may act towards restraining 
false or diflfering opinions; whether it be law- 
' fill for a prince to give toleration to several 
ireligions ; and, on compliance with disagree- 
Hig persons, or weak consciences ingenecat. 

The c^inions of the Anabaptists fall neidt 
under review, and he fully answers every par- 
ticular of their pretensions and arguments^ 
and contends that there may be no toleratbn 
lof doctrines inconsistent with piety or . the 
publick good. Then he considers how fkr the 
religion of the church of Rome is tolerable^ 
and what is the duty of particular churches 
in allowing communion ; he asserts thkt par- 
ticular men may communicate with chucchet 
of different persuasions, and concludes by 
shewing how far they may do it

Taylor closes this treatise with the following 
passage, which is inserted in the folio 'edition

sions of the Liberty of Prophecying. ^*' I end 
«< with a story which I find in the Jews*

FROM 1647 TO 1651* 

TOEING now settled in the capacity of mi- 
-■^ nister to the family at Golden Grove, 
and having the society of his wife and chil- 
dren, " the ruins of his little fortune being 
" repaired by the charity and nobleness of the 
" house in which he moved, and his persecu- 
" tion relieved and comfoFted,** by the ex- 
emplary piety and gracious deportment of 
Frai^es Countess of Carbery, Taylor pos- 
sessed freedom of mind, not only to attend to 
his professional duties, but to bring before the 
public other fruits of his learning and indus* 
try^ His next production was, " The Great 
Exemplar,'* in the Dedication to the first part 
of iRhich^ he speaks of his retirement, of hia 
living in the religion and fear of God, and in 
obedience to the King ; and at the same time 
he declares. himself, in writing this work, to* 
be desifous^of putting ** a portion of the holy 
** fire into a repository, which taigl^t help to 
" re-kindle the incense, when it should please

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** Goil religion should return, and all his ser- « 
** vailts sing, * In covertendo captivitatem 
" Sion* with a voice of Eucharist/' * 

From these expressions may be inferred, 
not only that he was now in his retreat in 
Wales, but that the King was not yet brought 
to the scaffold : and as the Liberty of^ Pyc^ W 
eying was published in 1647, ^^^^ ^^^ murd^ 
of the King took place in January 1648^.9^ the 
date of this publication is ascertained with. 
exactness to be during that interval. *" .• .

This is an ad« 
ditioaal support to my suppoidtion, that it was published 
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" manner and parts of a good life ; to invite 
** some persons to the consideration of all the 
" branches of it, by intermixing something of 
** pleasure with the Use ; and others by such* 
" portions, as would better entertain them 
" than a romance." 

" I have followed," he tells us, ** the de- 
" sign of scripture, and have given milk to 
" babes, and for stronger men stronger meat} 
«* and in all I have despised my own reputa- 
« tion by so striving to make it useful, that I 
" was less careful to make it strict in retired 
" senses, and embossed with unnecessary but 
" graceful ornaments." To this he striptly 
adheres in the execution of it. He carries on 
his narrative with simplicity, draws liis pfac^ 
deal conclusions with plainness, and closes 
each chapter with a prayer adapted to the 
subject. 

His work is divided info three part§i tlie 
first of which is dedicated to his noble friend 



during the year 1648 ; where it was brought out I have 
not been able to aseevtain.

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Lord Hatton j the second to Mary % Countess 
of Northampton ; and the tWrd to '^Frances, 

*' Mary, Countess of Northampton, was the daughter 
of Sir Francis Beamont, and relict of Spencer, Earl of 
Northampton, who was killed at Hopton-heath, near 
Stafford, in the royal cause. By him she had six sons, 
of whom the youngest was Henry, afterwards Bishop of 
London, From some expressions in the dedication pre- 
fixed to the second part, it seems that her husband had 
entertained the notion of writing a work similar to the 
present, had not death prevented it; and that Taylor 
profited by the materials his lordship had collected for 
that purpose* 

^ Frances, Countess of Carbery, was the daughter and 
one of the co-heiresses of Sir John Altham, of Orbey, in 
the county of Hertford, Kt. and was a lady of most ex- 
emplary piety and virtue. She died October the 9th, 
t6$Of at her house at Golden Grove, and was buried in 
the church of Llanfihangel Aberby thick, in which parish 
the house is situate. 

In the third edition of this work, the third part has two 
epistles dedicatory prefixed to it. The first to the lady 
now described ; the second to her successor " Alice» 
" Countess of Carbery." This lady was the eleventh 
daughter of John Egerton, first Earl of Bridgewater, by 
the Lady Frances, daughter and one of the co-heiresses 
of Ferdinand, Earl of Derby. She was the third wife of 
Richard, Earl of Carbery ; and was fortunate above her 
sex in the honour paid to her, it being the lot of few to 
have two persons of the highest genius, either of her own 
or any other nation, contributing their powers to record 
her name; namely, Milton in his Comus, (of which she 
is The Lady,) and. Taylor in the dedication prefixed to 
the third part of his ** Great Exemplar." 
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Countess of Carbery, of whom he, on all 
occasions, expresses the highest character ; 
and at whose obsequies he preached with the 
pathos and eloquence of Chrysostom, 

In so great esteem were the writings of 
Taylor held, both during his life and after his 
decease, that selections were. made from them 
and published under various titles. Among

The first of these is a transcript of " Dis- 
" course the fifteenth," in the third part of 
" The Great Exemplar," and contains this 
specimen of the admirable manner in which 
he treats of points relating to social Ufe. 

" Peace was so designed by the holy Jesus, 
" that he framed all his laws in complyance 
" with that design. He that returns good 
" for evil, a soft answer to the asperity of his 
" enemy, kindness to injuries, lessens the 
" contention always, and sometimes gets a 
" friend ; and when he does not, he shames 
" his enemy. Every little accident in a fa-

" But whosoever obeys the laws of Jesus, 

" bears with the infirmities of his relatives 

** and society, seeks with sweetnesses to re- 

" medy what is ill, and to prevent what it 

" may produce, and throws water upon a 

" spark} and lives sweetly with his wife, afiec- 

" tionately with flis children, providently and 

" discreetly with his servants, and they all 

" love the major-domo, and look upon him as 

" their parent, their guardian, their friend, 

" their patron, their providetor/' 

There has been a notion that the substance 
of the " Ductor Dubitantium" was contained 
in a coiu*se of sermons preached at Upping- 
ham ; but this is less likely to be founded in 
fact, than that the contents of that course 
were afterwards embodied in the " Great 
Exemplar,*' the style of which is not ill 
adapted to the pulpit, according to the me- 
thod of the times in which it was written; 
whereas that of the "Ductor Dubitantiuin»'^ 
from such a place, would scarcely be toler- 
ated. 
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In the *^ Great Exemplar*' he enlarges upon 
doctrines with all the simplicity and earnest- 
ness of the preacher ; and labours not merely . 
to satisfy the doubtiul, but to stimulate the 
believer to exertion through all the exercises 
of the Christian life; encouragingj^ by the 
certainty of divine assistance, those who will 
sincerely embrace them; and banishing, by 
irrejsistibte argument, the false hope of those 
who would defer that return to the service of 
their creator, without whictf no person may 
entertain the smallest expectation of future 
happiness. How forcibly does he press this 
important consideration, ** that there is a re- 
" pentance which is to be repented of, and 
" that is, a repentance which is not produc- 
«* tive of fruits of amendment of life; that 
** there is a period set down by God in hi^ 
" judgment ; and that many who have been 
*« profane, as Esau was, are deduced into the 
" condition of Eisau, and there is no place lefit 
<♦ for their repentance, though they seek it 
" carefidly with tears ; that they who have 
« long refused to lie» God calling them to 
<• repentance, God will tefuse to hear them 
" calling for grade' sinid mdrty; that * he will 
*« laugh' at sometilfeh • ^hfen their calamity 
" Cometh j* that the five foolish virgins ad- 
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« dressed themselves at the noise of the bride- 
" groom^s coming, and begged oil, and went 
" out to biiy oil, and yet for want of some 
" more time, and an early diligence, came 
" too late, and were shut out for ever j that 
" it is no where revealed that such late endea- 
" voursj. and imperfect practises, shall be ac- 
" cepted; that God hath made but one 
" covenant with us in Jesus Christ, which is 
" faith and repentance consigned in baptism ; 
" and the signification of them and the pur- 
" pose of Christ is, that we should •hence- 
" forth no more serve sin,' but mortify and 
" kill him perpetually, and destroy his king- 
" dom, and extinguish, as much as in us lies, 
" his very title ; that we should 'live holily, 
" justly, and soberly in this present world, 
" in all holy conversation and godliness;* 
" and that either we must be continued in or 
" reduced to this state of holy living, and ha- 
" bitual sanctity, or we have no title to the 
«* promises ; that every degree of recession 
" from the state of grace Christ first put us 
" in, is a recession from our hopes, and an 
** insecuring our condition, and we add to 
" our confidence only as our obedience is re- 
** stored : aU this is but i sad stoiy to a dying 
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" person, who sold liimself to work wicked- 
" ness in an habitual iniquity, and aversion 
" from the conditions of the holy covenant, 
" in which he -was sanctified* 

" And certainly it is unreasonable to plant 
" all our hopes of heaven upon a doctrine that 
** is destructive of all piety, which supposes 
" us in such a condition, that God hath been 
** offended at us all our life long, and yet that 
" we can never return our duties to him, 
" unless he will unravel the purposes of his 
** predestination, or call back time again, and 
" begin a new computation of years for us ; 
<* and if he did, it would be s^ as uncertain. 
" For what hope is there to that man, who 
^ hath fulfilled all iniquity, and hath not 
** fulfilled righteousness ? Can a man live to 
" the devil and die to God? sow to the 
" flesh and reap to the spirit? hope God 
" will in mercy reward him who hath served 
" his enemy ? Sure it is ; the doctrine of 
<* the avail of a death-bed repentance can 
<* not be reconciled with God*s purposes and 
♦« . intentions to have us live a good life, for it 
" would reconcile us to the hopes of heaven 
•* fiwr a few thiwjghts, or words, or single 
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<* actions, when our life is done. It takes 
" away the benefit of many graces, and the 
•< use of nwre, and the necessity of all/* ' 

A far difierent course does this great Chris- 
tian philosopher point out, in the holy ex- 
ample displayed in " the Life of Christ,*' 
demonstrating that, " He is truly wise, that 
" knows best to promote the best end, that 
« whidi he is bound to desire, and is happy, 
" if he obtains, and miserable if he misses ; 
" and that is the end of a happy eternity: 
" which is obtained by the only means of 
" living according to the purposes of God, 
« and the prime intentions of nature ; natural 
" and prime reason, being now all one with 
" Christian religion. But then I shaH tonly 
'* observe, that this part of wisdom, and the 
" exceflency of its secret and deep reason is 
^ not be discerned, but by ^xperi^ice: the 
^* propositions of this piulosophy being (as in 
" many other) empirical, and best found out 
*^ by observation of ^eal Jind material events* 
•'.So that 1 may say of spiritual leamitig, as 
" Quintilian said of some of Plato's bodes : 
« Nam I^ato cum in aliis quibusdam, turn 
« praeci^ in Titoteo, n6 intelligi quidem,

His publications now began to multiply 
rapidly; and in the year 1650 he brought out 
** The Rule and Exercises ol Holy living/' 
a work that has gone through as many * editions, 
as any devotional writing in the English lan- 
guage, and has always been highly esteemed 
for its utility in conducting devotion, and 
promoting regularity. The great aim of its 
author .was to raiise attd promote practical 
piety, a pursuit for which he possessed the 
highest 'q|ualiiicati(m, both from his consum- 
mate Tcnowiedge of mankind and the Gospel, 
and from his own ei^mplary practice. Hence, 
hia prayers, (out of which a liturgy * Kttle in- 
ferior to that of the Church of England' might 
be selected) are so well adapted to the various 
necessities of the human character, and are ex- 
pressed with Buch conformity to the language 
of Scripture, and with such fervour of piety,

Though a work like <' the Rule and Exer- 
" cises of Holy Living/* cannot lose its in- 
fluence in any age, it was particularly wanted 
in that in which it was produced. ** He 
** had lived to see religion painted upon ban- 
<* ners, and thrust out of churches, and the 
*« temple turned into a tabernacle, and that 
^* tabernacle made ambulatory, and covered 
<< with skins of beasts and torn curtains, 
<< and God to be worshipped not as he is the 
« Father of our Lord Jesus Christ," ** nor as 
" the God of peace ;" " but owned rather as 
^* the Lord of Hosts." " Now men were apt 
^* to prefer a prosperous error before an af- 
" flicted truth ;** " and there were some in- 
" terested persons who added scorn to the 
« afflictions of the Church, of England, and 
^^ because she was oppressed by men, called 
" her forsaken of the Lordj" " and her 
<< solemn assemblies being scattered, thought

He divides. his work into four chapters; 
commencing with considerations on the gene- 
ral instruments and means conducing to a 
.holy life ; treating next of Christian charity, 
i&ea of Christian justice, and last of Chris* 
:tian JS^ligion, Under these he dwells upon 
the care of time, purity of intention, and the 
foresodce of God. He defines sobriety, tem- 
(peraafce, diastity, humility, modesty, and coii- 
tSBtQdness. He treats of obedience to supe*^ 
lioca.; , of provision of that part of justice 
-^idliidi is due from superiors to inferiors, of 
dviL contracts, and of restitution. He con- 
siders the internal actions of Re%ion, namely, 
faith, hope and charity; and enlarges upon

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its external actions, wi^ch -axe; j^^^ngr or 
hearing the Scriptiiye9,.fa^tipg^i an^^^^ 
festivals. And concludes by observations upon 
the mixed actions of Religion; of which are 
.prayer, alms, repentance, an4 the parfjcitudtioo 
of tjie sacrament. 

Throughout, tjbis work he exhibits the han4 
of a master, managing the reader with such 
dexterity that he keeps him in perpetual 
control. The evil consequences of viciow 
habits are drawn with inimitable strength. If 
drunkenness be the subject, it is brought be^ 
fore the mind, as that which " besots and 
*< hinders the actions of the understanding, 
f< making a man brutish in his passions, iind 
*^ a fool in hisi reason,; ^i^d d)^e):s notl]^g from 
f* madness, but that it k voltiBft^y,,jand so 
*« i^ian equal Avil in^ nature, and a. worse in 
f\ mai)i9ier^ It tdl^es off. aQ the gu«itd9iyaiMi 
*< lets iooje iti^ reins* of all those ^vil> ;to iphich 
*< ,a ma9 is by his nature ojf by hi? eyfl ISUrtoms 
f^' iii^ped, and irom which, he i? fe^ained

In treating of the more delicate points of 
morality, when we are wondering at his plain* 
ness, he interrupts the course of thou^t by 
a transition so sudden and impressive, that 
the courage of the modest revives, and wan- 
tonness stands abashed at the sound of the 
dignified apostrophe — ** Reader stay — and 
•* read not the advices of the following sec- 
*♦ tion, unless thou hast a chaste spirit, or 
*• desirest to be chaste, or at least art apt to 
** consider whether you ought or no.** ' 

Or if the milder virtues are to be incul« 
cated^ he steals our consent and approbation 
of them, whilst he teaches, that << all . the 
*< world, all that we are, and all that we have, 
«< our bodies and our souls, our actions and 
^< our sufiering^ our conditions at home, our 
«< accidents abroad, our many sins ^md our 
*<< deldom virtues, are so many arguments to 
^< make our souls dwell low in the deep valleys 
« of humility/*'

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Taylor dedicates hiB work to tijua Eaii of 
Carbeiy. He h^d scarcely paid this tribute 
to his patronr when he was called upon to exi^ 
erase his own firmness and administer con* 
aolation at Golden Grove. The li£i of the 
Earl's amiable Countess was now dramng to 
a close, of which he gives the fcilowing relation, 
** When death drew near, before it made any 
*« show upon her body, or revealed itself by 
«* a natural signification, it was conveyed to 
•* her spirit : she had a strange secret per* 
** suasion that the birth of the childi of 
« which she was then pregnant, should be

He grounds his discourse upon these words, 
out of 2 Sam. xiv. 14. " For we must needs 
" die, and are as water spilt oil the ground 
" which cannot be gathered up again : neither 
«5/doth God respect any person: yet doth he 
" devise means that his banished be not ex- 
" pelled from him." On this occasion, all the 
energies of this great moralist were summoned; 
and though their extent can only be known by 
a careful perusal of the whole, yet something of 
their strength may be ascertained by such pas- 
sages as the following. 

^< No man is siurer of to-morrow than the 
** weakest of his brethren. There are sicknesses 
** that walk in darkness, and there are exter- 
<* minating angeb thatflywraptupinthecus-

TJREVIOITS to the death of the exemplary 
-*■ Countess of Carbery, Taylor had been 
occupied in writing his <^ Rule and Exercises 
** of Holy Dying," and that part of his volume 
of Sermons,* which was preached at Golden 
Grove, in the summer half-year. These, with 
tiie addition of the funeral sermon lately de* 
liveredy and a <* Discourse of the Divine Insti* 
** tution, Necessity, and Sacredness, of the Office 
<< Ministerial," he published in the year 1651. 

•* The Rule and Exercises of Holy Dying" 
he addressed to his beneficent patron : and in 
none of his writings did his attachment to hia 
£riend» or the character of this nobleman appear 
more omspicuous. Though designed for. ge- 
neral purposes, it had been composed chiefly

fer the Countess, of wh<»n he had jiist been 
deprived. Taylor, it seems, had also expe* 
rienced some loss in his own family, but of 
what kind there is no authority to state* The ' 
death of his benefactress alone threw a solemn 
air over every thii^ around him, and gave 
to this oflering of his piety an additional 
impression* 

He knew his friend to be *' so constant and 
*^ regular in his devotions, and so tenckr in 
<< the matter of justice, so ready in the ex^ 
^ pressions of charity, and so apprehensive 
<< of religion, and a person whose work of 
« grace was apt, and must every day grow to- 
'* wards those degrees, where when he arrived

** This book was intended first to minister to

'* God taught her by an experiment. But since 
<< her work is done, and God siqiplied her with 
*< provisionsofherown, before Icouldministerto 
" her, and perfect what she desired, it is neces- 
" sary to present to your lordship those bundles 
<< of cypress which were intended to dress her 
" closet, but come now to dress her hearse. 

" Both your lordship and myself have lately 
<^ seen and felt such sorrows of death, and such 
^^ sad departure of dearest friends, that it is 
«< more than high time we should think ouiiu 
" selves nearly concerned in these accidents. 
" Death has come so near to you as to fetch a 
" portion of yoiu: very heart j and now you can* 
<* not chuse but dig your own grave, and place 
•* your coffin in your eye, when the angel hath

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«< and therefore as it is my dnty^ I am come t6 
** minister to yourpiousthoiights, and to direct

Few of his writings are more ably executed 
or have more passages worthy of remembrance, 
either for their application to the subject, or 
the strength and beauty of their expression. 
And it may be justly said, that he who will 
follow this great master of holy living wiQ be 
led through the path of righteousness to a 
death of joy. 

As an instance of his genius and peculiar 
style ofcomposition, the Rule and Exercises of 
" Holy Dying" surpasses that of " Holy 
" living." All the treasures of ancient litera- 
ture with which his memory was stored, aDl 
the sterling morality extracted by his discrimi- 
nating judgment from the vilest dross of

uitiquity, are here brought in aid of his 
impresnve subject. 

After producing a series of instances of the 
vanity and shortness of life j ** The sum of 
" all," he says, is this : • That thou art a man,' 
<* than whom there is not in the world any

- i «* And, because this consideration is of great 
^* usefulness and ^eat necessity to many pur*

Taylor's habits were as industrious as his 
mind was strong. TTiough occupied as we

They are twenty-seven in number, wxth« dsei 
addition of the Sermon preached at Ladjn

' LoQdan, printed by JL N. for Richard Roj^ji^^i^ 
the Angel in Ivie Lane, 1651. Together with these ser-*

«« For it were wdtt if men would not inquire

purposes of virtue : and yet nothing does 
so affect the mind of man as those voices 
to which we cannot chuse but attend ; . and 
thunder and all Iqud voices firom HeavefA 
rend the most stony heart, and make the 
most obstinate pay to Ood the homage . of 
trembling and fear ; and the still voice of 
God usually tak^ the tribute of love, and 
dioice^ and obedience. Now since hearing 
ii^ so effective an instrument of conveying 
impresses and images of things, and exciting 
purposes, and fixing resolutions (unless we 
hear weakly and imperfectly) j it will he of 
the greater concermnent that we be curious 
to hear in order to such purposes which are 
perfective of the soul and of the spirit, and 
not to dwell in fancy and. speculation, in 
pleasures and trifling arrests^ which oon« 
tinue the soul in its in&nc^ and childhood, 
never letting it go forth iota the wisdom 
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^ and virtues' of a tnmi. - I hate r^aii concern* 
«< ing Dionysitisof SSci^, tJiat-temg delisted 
<^ extremdhf ivitfa a minstrel that itong \rell, 
^'and struck his harp dextrou^ly, he promised 
«* to give him a great reward ; and that rafaed 
«* the fkncy ctf tfie man aind made him play 
" better. But when the music was done, and 
^^ tihie man waited for his great hope, the King 
** dkmissed him ^npty, telling him that he

npHE first ' of the Course of Sermons for 
-*- the Summer half year is for Whitsunday j 
ana is « on the Spirit of Grace/* The 
ieighth chapter, of the Epistle to the Romans 
and ninth and tenth v6rses is the text 
upon which Taylor grounds this Discourse* 
He opens the subject by afiirming» that the 
day in which the Churcli commemorates the 
Descent of the Holy Ghost upon the Apostlest 
was the beginning of the Gospel ; and that 
the manifestation of the Spirit is the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ.

Taylor has chosen the thirteenth 
Qh^pter of the prophpt Jeremiah, and sixteenth 
yerse, for the text on which to ground the 
subject After pointing out the various ways 
bj which the Qeity is glorified, and that 
'< Repentance is the great glorification of 
*^ God i" he proceeds to assert the duty of 
repentance, and to limit the time of its p^5 
formance. The former occupies the fi)rst part^ 
and e0]d)races this i^nportant duty in all its 
stages* In the second he piursues the sub^ 
ject, First, by shewing "what parts and iu#» 
^Vgredients of repentance are ^signed, wh6n 
« it is described in holy Scry[>ture :" Ne3ct, by 
" insistmg on the pj^oes^it^^f the absolute ne- 
•* c«asitiesofa holy life}" Thircjly, "bycon^

The deceitfulness of the heart is the next 
subject of his discourse, which he divides 
into two- parts. He chooses his text from 
Jeremiah — " The heart us deceitftd above 
** all things, and desperately wicked ; who 
«<can know it?" He sets out by asserting 
tiiat folly and subtilty divide the greatest 
part of mankind. That no man can know his 
heart— That it is deceitful in its strength; 
in its judgment of its own actions, in its re- 
solutions and purposes. Next, for the sake 
of disclosing- more fully the treachery of the 
heart, he supposes our resolutions advanced 
beyond the state he has been describing, and 
that our will and choice also are determined. 
Yets^ he shews that it is false, deceiving 
and deceived, in its intentions and designs. 
It is blind, wilfully blind; impatient of reproof, 
it cannot bear to see its own stains, and like the 
dephant it tramples in the pure streams^ 
and &st troubles them, then stoops and

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drinks, when he can least see his huge de« 
formity. In order to this, we heap up 
teachers of our own, and they guide us, not 
whither, but which way they please : for we 
are curious to go our own way, and careless 
of our hospital or inn . at night A fair way, 
and a merry company, and a pleasant ,^y 
guide will entice us into the enemies' quar* 
ters ; and such guides we cannot want. ** Im- 
^« froUtati occasia nungtuim defidf^ To 
these imperfections of the heart he adds in- 
consideration and hardness, pride, and Iwt 
of wickedness. And he closes the «ibject by 
an exhortation to watchfulness and morti- 
fication. 

His three next sermons are upon <^ the 
<< Faith and Patience of the Saints; or, the 
^^ righteous Cause oppresised;'' which he 
grocmds upon the dSrst Epistle of St. Peter, 
the fourth chapter, the seventeemdi 3iid 
d^teenth verges. He opens the subject fay 
ttatiQg that 'untjliiaeft were guid^ by the 
spirit and iby revelatien^ they were accounted 
jgoodoi hady ,aci(tording to their prosperity or 
advemily.

wiser printiples than those of vulgar ujader- 
standingi, and taught them in the clear glas^ 
«f rfaith, or due dim perspective of philosophy, 
bo look beyond the cloud, and there to spy 
tbht there stood glcfries behind their curtain, 
to which they could not come but by passing 
through the cloud, and being wet with the 
dew of heaven and the waters of afBietiom 
And according as the woi*ld grew more en- 
lightened by £gtith, so it grew more dark with 
siouming and sorrows^ God sometimes ^lent 
a li^ fire, and a pillar o£ a cloud, fuid the 
brightness of an angel, and the lusti^e 6£ a 
star, and the sacrament of a nu^bi^w^ to 
guide his people through their portion of sor- 
irowl^ ind to lead them throi^ troubles to 
nest: but. as the Sun of Righteou^iiei^ apk» 
proached towards the chambers of the east, 
and sent the bachipgera of light peeping 
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through the curtains of the night, ancE leading 
on the day of faith and brightest revelation ; 
so God sent degrees of trouble upon" wise and 
good men, that now in the same degree in 
the which the world lives by faidi^ and not 
by sense, in ihe same degree they might be 
able to live in virtue even while she lived in 
trouble, and not reject so great a bei^uty be- 
cause she goes in moumlQg, and' hath a black 
cloud of cypress drawn before her face. lite- 
rally thus : " God first entertained their ser- 
^< vices, and allured apd prompted. on the 
*< infirmities of the in&nt world by temporal 
"prosperity; but by degrees changed his 
" method* and as men grew stronger in the 
" knowledge of God, and the expectation of 
^ heaven, so they grew weaker in their for- 
^* tunes^ mcure afflicted in their bodies, more 
"abated in their expectatidiis, more* subject 
" (o theu: enemies, and were to endure ihe 
" contradiction of ^sinners, and the iminission 
" of the sharpness of providence and divine 
" GBConomy." ' ^ ,

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Aide the veil« and to unfold the leives ef 
comisels. ^^'If/^ hendsys, ^we should loc^ 
«< imder the ikirts c^ the prospeToiiB and pre- 
^railing tyrant, weN^uld find even in the 
^* days of bis joys such^ ailays and abatements 
<<of his pleasure, as may serve to represent 
^^him presently miserable, besides his final 
** infdicities. For I have seen a young and 
^ healthful person warm and ruddy under a 
^* poor and a thin garment, when at the same 
'< time an old rich person hath been cold and 
^ paralytick bnder a load of sables, and the 
^< skins of foxes. It is the body that makes 
« the clothes warm^ not the clothes the body : 
^ tiie spirit of a man makes ifelieity and con* 
•'tent, no« any spoils of a rich f<Mtune wrapt 
f' about a sickly and an uneasy soul. Apol- 
^ lodonis was a traitor and a t3rrant, and the 
^ world wondered to see a bad man have so 
^good a fortune; but knew not that he 
^ nourished scorpions in his breast, and that 
«« his liver and his heart were eaten up^ilh 
•< spectres and images of death : his thoughts 
«< were full of interruption^, hiit dreams of 
<^ illusions ; his &ney Wad^ HbUstfd with real 
«^ ti^ouUes and ^mtaMidb uiAigMt, Imagkmi^ 
<< that he saw the Scythians flaying him alive, 
'«:h» daoghtem like |iilkia> i)f ^fir• dftBci^ 
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«* round tbcmt a caioldroii ih which himself 
«* was bGilingi and that his heart acouaed 
^ itself to belJie cause of all these evils. And 
^* although aU tyrants have not imaginativs 
^*»dd fantastic consciences, yet aU tyraats 
^< shall die and come to jttdgment ; and sudi a 
<< man is not to be feared, not at all to be 
"envied. And in the mean time can he be 
" said to escape who hath an unquiet con- 
•« science, who is already designed for hell, 
^ he whon God hates,, and the people curse, 
" and who hath an evil name, and against 
" whom all good men pray, and many denre 
" to %ht, and all wish him destroyed, and 
•* some contrive to do it? Is this man a 
^ blessed man? Is that man proi^rous who 
*< hath stolen a xic^ robe, and is in fear to 
*^ha»e lus tlnoat cut for it,. and is fain to 
"^dtfend it with the greatest difficu];ty and 
**^tfae greatert danger? Does tioi he drink 
<^more 8wee% that takes his beverage in an 
^earthen vessel^ than he that looks apd

^ nobody^ and does not trust God for bis

^< man goes about to poison a poor man^s 
<« pitcher^ nor lays plots to forage his little 
<< garden made for the hospital of two bee- 
^ hives, "^ and the feasting of a few Pytha^ 
<< gorean herb-eaters.

<< They that admire the happiness of a 
^* prosperous prevailing tyrant, know not the 
<< felicities that dwell ii^ innocent hearts, and 
" poor cottages and small fortunes.'** 

And that the persecuted may at least be 
pitied, and assisted in that of which thdy are 
capable, he lays down, in the last place, some 
rules by which they may learn to gather 
good from evil,, crowns from the cross, glory 
from dishonour: that they who sulfl^ fot 
Christ, must do nothing against him ; must 
be indifferent what the instance be, so that 
they may serve God ; must not be too. forward 
to prognosticate evil and death to their 
enemies, but must solace themselves in the-

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torance of the divine justice, by general con- 
sideration ; and in particular, must pray for 
them that aire our persecutors : that they must 
aot trouble themselves by thinking how much 
they are afflicted^ but consider how much 
they tnake of it. "Look not back upon him 
••that strikes thee,*' (says this irresistible 
orator,) " but upward to God that supports 
•• thee, and forward to the crown that is set 
** before thee : and then consider, if the 
** loss of thy estate hath taught thee to de- 
^ spise' the world j whether thy poor fortune 
^ hath made thee poor in spirit j and if thy 
** uneasy prison sets thy soul at liberty, and 
•« knocks ofFth6 fetters of a worse captivity. 
*• For then the rod of sufferings turns into 
** cr<»wns and dceptres> when every suffering 
« is a precept, and every change of condi- 
** tioh produces a holy resolutimi, and the 
" ^tsAe of sorrows makes the resolution ac- 
^ tual and habitual, permanent and perse- 
^« vering. For as the silk-worm eateth itself 
'* out of a seed to become a little worm ; and 
•« there feeding on the leaves of mulberries, 
•« it grcFWs till its coat be off, and then worfe 
<« itself ihto a house of silk ; then casting 
*« its pearly seeds for the young to breed, it 
^' l^veth its silk for man, and dieth all white

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" and vfinged in the shape of a flyit^ cre»» 
" ture : so is the progress of souls. When 
"^ they are regenerate by baptism^ and have 
^* cast off their first stains, and the skin (^ 
<* worldly vanities, by feeding on the leaves 
** of Scriptures ajid the fhiits of the vine, smd 
.^* the joys of the sacraments, they encircle 
^« themselves in the rich garments of holy and 
" virtuous habits ; then, by leaving their 
" blood, which is the churches seed, to raise 
^^ up a new generation to God, they leave a 
" blessed memory, and fair ^xample> and are 
" themselves turned into angels, whose ffeK- 
♦* city is to do the will of God, as their em- 
♦* ployment was in this world to suffer/' "• 

Next, he prescribes that our su^^ng be 
borne by a direct choice, not by cdOateral 
aids, and &ntastic assistances; and litstly^ 
when Cbd has brought us into the school of 
Christ, and placed us in a state of suffering, 
he exhorts us to remember the advantages 
of that state. He closes this discounsie by 
reverting to the last words of liie te^t *^ If 
.^' the righteous scarcely be saved» where ahaU 
"the wicked and the sinner appear ?** He 
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dbecTFes^ 'that the word ^* scarcely^,' implies 
*< that the righteous is safe, but by intermedial 
V difScuities : he is safe in the midst of his per^ 
** secutions ; they may disturb his rest, and 
« discompose his faucyy but they are like the 
f* fiei^y dtarkt of Eiiss y he is encircled with 
^^ fir^ and rare, arcumstances, and strange 
** usages,, but is carried uip to heaven, in a robe 
^^ of^fiames. And so was Noah safe when the 
^ flood can^i and was Ihe great type, and ia^ 
^ idtsfflfee t0Q^ of the vedfioaliQn of this pr^o^ 
** sition; h^ was o U^tmu and h^c^^ormf xijyi/^j he 
^f was put into a strange ccoidition, perpetually 
.^^ ^ai)dering, skid; ijp in a prison of wood» 
*f Hving iqion fasth, having never had. the. ex^ 
^* penence of being safe in floods* * And so 
*^haye I offasn seen young and unskilful per* 
iSsooia sitting in a little boat» when Qvery 
^^'liftdQ wame^ sportisig abmit the sides of the 
^^ .vessel^ jitid every motion and danakig;Qf the 
<* barge, seemed a .danger, and jnjade them 
^* cling fast upon their fellows ; and yef all 
i^.tfa»iriitle thisjr.were as safe a^ if they i^te 
^f under.^ tcee, while a gen tb; wind. shak^^ 
^ tbeJeawea into^ refreshment an4 a coaling 
^dhsl^s aiQdj.the undkilftd, nn^xpeti^m^ 
** Christian shrieks out whenever his vessel 
^ shakes, thinking iti always in danger, that

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<< the ws^tery pavement is not stable and re^^ 
** sident like a rock ; and yet all his danger 
^^ is in himself, none at all from without : 
*^ for he is indeed moving upon the waten^ 
*^ but fastened to a rock : Faith is his found- 
^^ation, and hope is his anchor, and death 
<< is his harbour, and Christ is his pilot, and 
«' heaven is his country ; and all the evils of 
«<< h» poverty, or ai&onts of tribunals and evii 
<< judges, of fears, and sudden apprehensions, 
^ are but like the loud wind blowing frmn the 
^* right point, they make a noise, and drive 
^^ faster to the harbour : and if we do not 
.<< leave the ship, and leap into the sea ; quit 
"the interest of religion, and run to the 
*^ securities of the world ; cut our cables, and 
"dissolve our hopes; grow impatient, and 
" hug a wave, and dip in its embraces ; we 
^< are as ^e at sea, safer in the stona which 
"God sends us, than in a calm when we are 
*« befriended with the world.** *" 

The twelftii and thirteenth discoiarses in 
this course are upon "the Merc^ of the 
" divine Judgments : or, God's method in 
** caring l^nners/' The -second chapter of 
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the epistle to the Romans and fburth verse; 
omitains the text on which he rests what is' 
here delivered. The subject is opened with 
a declaration, that all ef&uxes which have 
come from God, have been nothing but eman- 
ations of his goodness in variety of drctun* 
skiinces. He does us good to make us good,- 
he does us benefits to make us happy. << The 
"'first great instrument that Ood chuses to 
••bring us to him," says Taylor, " is profit 
^ or benefit* God does this by his forbear^ 
<*Ance and by his long-suflFering/* The 
Ibrmer occupies the remainder of the first 
part of this discourse, and the second part is 
appropriated to the latter. He calls upon 
us to observe how it is that God's mercy 
prevails over all his works ^ ^* it is even then 
•• when nothing can be discerned but hit 
••judgments; for as when a famine had been 
•• in Israel iii the days of Ahab for three yearsJ 
•• and a half, when the angry prophet Mijah 
•• met the king, and presently a« great wifid 
•• arose, and the dust blew into the eye^of 
•• them that walked abroad, and the &ce of 
•• the heaven was black and all tempest, yet 
•* then the prophet was most gentle, and Qoi^ 
•• began to forgive, and the heavens were more 
••beautiful than wh$n the sun puts on the 
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** brightest otnbments dT a bn4egrooifi^ gaiog^ 
'^frorn hi$ chambef^ of the ea^: «o H iis in. 
"the o^pGNiomy of the divide Siercyj 'wbi^n 
•< God in^skfis our feces black, aad tb^ Wirtd* 
<5.t^ow so loud till the cordage cmckii wd 
*f our gay fortunes split, and our faoiidefl' are 
"dressed with cypress and yew, and the

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*^ re^enkindled. So long as we are in th^ 
" retirements of sorrow, of want^ of fear, of 
<< sickness, ix of any sad accident, we are 
«* burning and shining lamps;" but when 
*^ God ctimoB with his ^yoxi with his forbear- 
^ anc^ and lifts us up from the gates of 
^* death, and carries us abroad into the open 
^* air, tl)at we converse with prosperity and 
<* temptation, we go out in darkness, and 
** we cannot be preserved in heat and %ht» 
^ but by stUl dwelling in the regions' of 
«* sorrow.*' ^ 

We come next to two sertoons ** on the 
" Growth in Grace ;'* which arise out of 
the consideration of the second epistle of 
St. Peter, diapter the third, and eighteenth 
verse« ^* When Christianity, like the * day* 
« sprii^ from the East,' with a new light did 
<* not only enlighten the world, but amazed 
<< the minds of men, and entertained their 
•< curiosities, and seized upon their warmer 
<< and more pregnant affections ; it was no 
•* wonder that whole nations were converted 
** at a sermon^ multitudes were instantly pro^ 
« fessed, and their understanding? followed

" their understandings, and they were, coti^ 
" vinced,i)y jniracle, and overcame by gt^ce^

" the sanctity of the doctrine, aad 1^ ho- 
1* liness of their exam|des." Thus- does he 
introduce the subject, and having contr^ed 
the. primitive purity with the deptttvity ctf 
more modern times, he proceeds to point out 
the'remedy in the text. First, he lays down 
what the state of grace is into which every 
one of us must be entered, that we may ad- 
vance in it. Secondly, the proper parts, 
actsi and offices of this progress : and thirdly, 
the signs, consequences, and proper sigmfi-^ 
cations, by which, if we cannot perpeiye the 
progression, yet afterwards we may find that 
we are advanced, and so judge of the state of 
our duty, and of our final condition of being 
saved.' 

^ "A man cannot, after a state of sin-, be in- 
*< stantly a saint; the work of heaven is not 
** done in a flash of. lightning, or a dash of 
«* affectionate rain, or a few tears of a relent- 
" ing pity : God and his church have appoint- 
« ed holy intervals, and have taken portions

** of oiir time for religion, that we may be* 
^< called off iiroih, the world, and remember

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Upon these words, chosen fiom the twenty- 
eecofad and twenty^third verses of the epistle 
by St. Jude, he grounds his discourse. The 
subject is introduced by this impressive exor- 
dium. *^ Man hath but one entrancelinto the 
<< world, but ^r thousand ways to pass from 
<> thence. And as it is in the natural, so it is 
^ in the spiritnal : nothing but the union of 
'< faith and obedience can secure our regene- 
<< ration, and our mw-birth, and can bring us 

V to see the light of heaven; but titere are a 
<< thcNisand passages of turning into darimess. 
f* And it is not enough that our bodies are ex- 
<< posed to so many sad infirmities anfi disho- 
i< noi^rable imperfeictions, unless our soubidso

But 
fi^that we may a little refresh the sadneisea of 
«<.t14s.conside]:atipn ; for every one of these 
t< stages of sin, God hath measured out a 
«< proportion of mercy : for^ ; < if sin abounds* 
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^* grace shall much more abound ;' and ' Grod 
♦* hath conduded all under sin/ not with 
"purpose to destroy us, but * ut wmtm 
** msereatar^ that he might have mei:cy upon 
*• all ; that light may break forth from, the 
" deepest inclosures of darkness, and mercy 
•< may rejoice upon the recessions of justice, 
** and grace may triumph upon the ruins of 
" sin, and God may be glorified in the mi- 
<• racles of our conversion, and the wonders 
" of our preservation, and glories of our being 
♦♦ saved/* ' 

The preacher proceeds to shew who those 
persons are on whom we are to have com- 
passion. These he divides into four jor- 
ders. The first are those that sin without 
observation of their particular state ; either 
because they«are uninstructed in i;he special 
cases of conscience, or because they do an 
evil against which there is no express com- 
mandment : the second are those who en^ 
tertain themselves with the b,eginnings and 
little entrances of sin : the next arr those 
who are going to destruction,, and (as mat^^ 
ters stand with them) they cafmot, or think

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they cannot avoid it: and the last sort of 
persons who sin, and yet are to be treated 
aecording to the direction in the text, ^^ 
th^s^, n^ho hitemipt the course of an honest 
fUe with single aets of sin« In the next place; 
he adverts to the latter part of the words he 
has chosen from Scripture, concerning those 
whom the Apostte should endeavour to save 
w^h fear; and after having pointed out the 
several' states cf such persons, he concludes 
y^e subject ' 

" He that means to be temperate, and 
^ a/void the crime and dishonour of being a

The two next sermons are upon «<the 
<« foolish Exchange/' The sixteenth chapter 
of St. Matthew's gospel and twenty-sixth 
Verse, suj^lied the text on which Taylor 
founded his doctrine in these discourses. Ill 
the opening of his. subject^ he contrasts what 
ktliienatiiral object of our hope and fear with 

tSemi. .17. p«si3* 
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that which is presented to us under the new 
dispensation ; and then proceeds to the text.* 
First, he considers the profiositions of the 
exchange, the world and a man's soul, sup«» 
posing all that is propounded were obtained, 
lA^ rx^k world. Secondly, what is likely t6 
be obt^ed, really c£ the world, and what are 
the miseries of a lost soul. And he doses 
the subject with a practical application^ and 
considevationi^ of the greatest inqportance. 

• " I consider,'* says Taylor, :«* that he that

-♦* -which ape of most excellent perfection, but 
V in common wkh the inferior persons and 
f^< the most despicable of his kingdom.

TAYLOR was still in his retirement at 
Golden Grove, occupied 9s we have 
learned in ministering to the spiritual and 
temporal comfort of those^who hadgiv^ him 
an asylum; and gaining a subsistence by 
tuition ; in whijch we may readtmably presume 
he wa3 suiccessftiL Such genius^ leamingy land 
piety, could not &il to attract the attention 
of the superior class of society, even in\a 
time of public discord ; and one instance is 
preserved in the following epitaph, to sanction 
fhiB remark.

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Qualified as Taylor was, in a high degree, 
and anxious, as we may reasonably believe 
him to have been, to furnish his pupils \¥ith 
the excellences of classical knowle^lge, we 
may be well cotoviticed he was still more 
careful to lay up in their minds the funda* 
mental principles of Christianity: and ac« 
cordingly we find that, in the very next year 
afler he had published his Rule aiid- Exercises 
of Holy Dying, he sent tout ** a short Cite- 
" chism, compQ3ed for the use of the Schoob 
« in South Wales,*'* conveying his opinion in^ 
this impressive passage from Hatd, ** Let this 
«« truth be confessed aind remain for evcir, that 
** they who are well instructed, easily become 
" good men."*'* This he afterwards reprinted^ 
placing it under the head *« Credenda^'* in 
his " Golden Grove/* »*^ 

In the same year he consented to thepub^ 
lication of *< a Discourse of Baptism, its 
*< institution, and efi^cacy upon all Believers^*' 
which was only part of a projected work of a 
larger descriptibn. The address to the reader 
prefixed to this treatise gives the reason fcgr

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its appearance before the publick in this sepa- 
rate form, and also throws some light upoti 
his place of residence at that time, and the 
occupatic^n of his mind. It states that '' this 
portion of his work was not intended by the 
author to hate been sent abroad thus by 
itselfi but was fitted to the air and mode of 
other discourses, wherewith he had designed 
it to be joined. But some persons of judg- 
ment, to whose perusal it was committed, sup- 
posing that if this should be kept in till those 
other could be finished, some disadvantage 
might arise to the cause which it asserts, 
wished and advised it might be published by 
itself To whose desires the author, (against 
his first design,) condescended, upon this per- 
suasibn, that though it appeared thus without 
some formalities and complements requisite to 
an entire treatise, yet, as to the thin^ itself, 
there was nothing wanting to it Which he 
believed material to the question, or useSfiil to 
the Church. And as for those arguments 
which, in " the Liberty of Prophecying,*' 
section i8, are alleged against Paedobaptism; 
and in the opinron'of some do seein* to stand 
in heed of answering, he had it onfce in 
fliought to comply with this desire: but upon 
these ccuQsideratians hte fl>rbore. t&t, Because

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those arguments were not good in themselves 
or to the question precisely consi4ered : (mt 
cmly by relation to the preceding .arguments 
there brought for Fsedobaptism, they might 
seem good one against another, bfit these in 
the pie^ for the AnabaptistSf ha4 no strength^ 
but what was accidental (as he conceived*) 
adly. Because in this discourse iie had really 
laid such grounds, and proved them, that 
upon their supposition ail those argqi^ents in 
the " liberty of Prophecying,*' and aU other, 
which he ever heard of would fall of them- 
selves. 3dly, Because those arguments, to 
his sense, were so weak, and so relying upon 
failing and deceitiUl 'principles, that he was 
loath to <|o them so much reputation, as to 
account them worthy the answering. 4thly» 
But because there might be some necessities 
which he Imew not of, and were better ob- 
served by them who livedr in the. midst of 
thmif than by himself, who was thrust into 
a retifement.in WaJLes^ ther^re he accounted 
himself at x^ on this particular^ because he 
had understood that his very worthy friend* 
Dn H».£Ununond, had in his charity and 
humiUty^ descended to answer that collection ; 
and hoped, that both their hands being so 
fast da^ed in a mutual complication, woyld. 
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do some help and asstrtance toi this qaestion» 
by whiqh the ark of the ehurdi was so vio^ 
lently shaken/^ 

To this discourse was added ^< a Gomidna^ 
*< tion of the Practice of the Church in biqp- 
*< tizing Infants of believing parents : and the 
<* {»^ctice justified/' published in the sue* 
deeding year% And these together form the 
sixth and seventh discourses in the Great 
Sxemplar; for which they were originally 
intended* 

After laying down what the rite of Pap* 
tism is, he proceeds to shew vfhBt are the 
benefits arising irom it, and points out the 
first fruit to be, admission into Christ's king- 
dom; the next, adoption into the covenant; 
the third, a new birth, by which w» €iitfr 
into the new world, 7i^ new creation^ the bles^' 
i»ngs and spiritualties of the kingdom. He 
asserts that, ^* In Baptism all our mm are 
<* pardoned^ and not only this, but that 
<* it puts us into a state of pardon for the. 
•♦ time to come."

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The ne:(t benefit of Baptism, which is fiaa 
a verification of this, he states, is a sanctifica- 
tion of the baptized person by the Spirit of 
Grace : and that to understand this we must 
consider it by its real efi^ts, and what it pro- 
duces upon the soulv 

ist. It is suppletory of original righteous^ 
nesSy and the effect of the Spirit is <<Ligfat,'^ 
or *< Illttmination." And he descends upmi 
us in Baptism, to become the principle of ^ 
new life. But all these intermedial blessii^ 
tend to a glorious conclusion ; for he adds, 
f^ Baptism consigns us to a holy Resurrection. 
•< And lastly, by Baptism we are saved/* It 
" now remains," he continues, " that we en- 
^< quire what ooncerns our duty, and in what 
*^ persons, or in what dispositions Baptism 
<< produces all these glorious effects ? For, 
^<« the Sacraments of the Church work in the 
« virtue of Christ, but yet only upon such as 
<^alre .-servants of Christ, and hinder not the 
** work of the Spirit of Grace." Having 
shortly delivered his opinion on this pouit, he 
thus concludes that part which relates to Bap- 
tism in general. The second part, concerning 
the baptizing of infants of Christian parents, 
is only m application of the principles here 

9 
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laid down, with some prdimiiiary cibserva* 
tions. 

To ihe twenty-seven sermons^ which he 
bad published in the year one thousand six 
hundred and fifty-one, he added twenty^five 
discourses f<^ the winter season; which 
toge^r form a course of sermons for the 
whole year. These he brought out in the 
year one thousand six hundred rand, fifty* 
ihfee, under the title " Ewawro^S'' andr.de- 
dicated to the Earl of Carb^ry; they having 
been' first presented to God in the mii^eries 
^^1^' lof dship'^^ family. The - three.: firat 
^sertndfli^ of fhis second collection ar^ upon 
the subject of *^ Christ^s Advent to Jud^- 
" ment/' The three next upon the " Return 
" of Prayers.** Then follow three more upon 
** Godly .Fear $" and to these s^icceed^ two

«e upon " Lukewarmness and Zeal,** " The 
^* Houie of Fearttng**^ ** Mysteriousxiess end

save some, and c(mfirm others; on at least 
that he himself might be accepted of God in 
bis desire to accomidish.so great a purpose.

Jn other writings of lliis distinguished 
person the extent of.^e^pmg, the ds^gf^of

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research, the warmth of piety, and the acute* 
ness of casuistical discernment are conspicu* 
ous. But it is in tliis volume that knowledge, 
^nius, and eloquence vie with each other for 
iruperiority^ And whilst ** grandeur of intel* 
^« lect,'' sublimity of conception and richness 
of fancy have any power over the mind, so 
long will these discourses be considered 
amongst the moat valuable treasures of 
English Literature. 

To give ji dose analysis of every sermon, 
is not the province of the biographer ; but a 
more general description, with some passages 
which characterize his nutnner, may bring tke 
fireacher once more into view, and make the 
dead. still speak* ! ... . . ^ . . 

Of the seiUnons that are published under 
the title "Eviaoroi," the three first are on the 
final Advent. " Virtue and vice are so essen« 
<<;tially distinguished, and the distinction is 
«^,80 necessa^ to be observed in order to the 
*< well-being of men in private andinsocie- 
** ties,'^ says Taylor, " that to divide them in 
•* themselves, and to separate them by siiffi- 
<^^ie^t nftticeS^ and to distinguish them by 
^^' rewai^ds, hath been designed by all laws ; 
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<< wkidi m^^ymake outwrard actions regular 
" but need not affect the inward, and con- 
*^ sequently many sins may pass unnoticed in 
*< the^ present constitution of the worW."^ 
This, he contends, is an argument for a|^e- 
neral judgment. After establishing tlie true 
meaning of the text, (which he has chosen 
from the second epistle of St. Paul to the 
Qorinthians, and tenth verse of the fifth 
chapter), he declares, tha,t the drift of his 
discourse is to shew the awfulness of thatt 
judgment. jE^o an account of this last, this 
most momentous triaJ, he then enters, describ- 
ing the persons themselves, and tl^ tribunstl 
before .which they shall be called, with all 
attendant circun^tances. Lastly, he drains 
the attention to the Judge and all his attri* 
butes ; and closes his subject with the final 
s^tence* 

<< In that great multitude we shall meet

The seventh sermon in this collection is '^ of 
•* Godly Fear,'* in which he grounds his con- 
siderations on part of the twen1y*eighth and

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twenty-ninth verses of the twelfth chapter of 
St. Paul's epistle to the Hebrews. Having 
entered thoroughly into the meaining of this' 
im8sage,.and the words " godly fear," he prip« 
ceeds tp ^ew, that it is always without despair, 
accoinpanied' by an opinion honourable to God* 
and is operative, diligent, and instnunientai 
to cautious and good conduct. Then he con- 
siders the characters and situations of meo^ in 
which f«ar ought to operate, and passes gn 
tQ canvass the excess of fear as it degenerates 
iQto duperstiticm. 

^< Fear is the great bridle of intemperance, 
** the modesty of the spirits and. the restraint 
*\o£ gaieties and dissolutions ; it is the girdle

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« ven, and he can lay his sorrows down upon 
<< her lap, and can retire home as to his sane- 
«* tuary and refectory, and his gardens of 
f* sweetness . and chaste refreshments* No 
^* man can tell but he that loves his children, 
<* how many delicious accents make a man's 
*< heart dance in the pretty conversation of 
<< those dear pledges ; their childishness, their 
*^ stammering, their little angers, their inno* 
<* cence, their imperfections, their necessities 
" are so many little emanations of* joy and 
<< comfort to him that delights in their per- 
<< sons and society ; but he that loves not his 
<< wife and children, feeds a lioness at home, 
<< and broods a nest of sorrows; and blesKing 
<< itself cannot make him happy ; 60 that all 
<< the commandments of God enjoining a man

Such are the sentiments with which Taylor 
impressed the inhabitants of Golden Grove ; 
where the happiness of conjugal life was ex* 
emplified in the family of his patron, and of 
himselfl His tenderness as a parent will be 
shewn in a subsequent part of his^ life, when 
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it had to undergo a trial as unexpected as it 
was severe. 

The three sermons following those on mar- 
riage are upon ** The Fruits of Sin," which 
he buflds upon the twenty-first verse of the 
sixth Chapter of the Epistle to the Romans. 
He considers chiefly, what is the sum of sim 
ful pleasure; what fruit it leaves behind by 
its natural efficacy ; and what are its conse- 
quents by its demerits, and the infliction of 
the superadded wrath of God, which it hatli 
deserved** These sermons are as full of clas- 
sical allusion as the rest of the collection; and 
set the subject strongly before the mind ; bui 
they do not contain such striking marks of the 
style of Taylor as to require extraction. 

The course of sermons for the winter half- 
year is closed by four discourses on the go- 
vernment of conversation — The two first 
« On the Good and Evil Tongue." The 
next ** Of Slander and Flattery," and the 
fourth on "The Duties of the Tongue." 
The fourth chapter of the Epistle to the 
Ephesians and twenty-ninth verse, is the text 
from which'he draws his doctrine. Having 
made general observations on the subject, he

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enters into comdderation of ^the Vices of con- 
versation. First, by talking too much — 
as foolishly, with scurrility, in revealing 
secretS) common siorearing and contentious 
wrangling, as well as by slander aiul flat^ 
tery. Next he points oat th^ virtues of 
conversation, exempUfiBd by iust^uctioiif com* 
fort and reproof.

Such is the fluency, feeling, and eloquence^ 
which distinguish the style of Taylor in his 
sermons, a style for which he merifcj^the 
y Senn.25« p. 185. 
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higher honour when contrasted with the 
{^dantic degeneracy of the pulpit in the 
preceding age. . - . - 

Still engaged in the cause of truth, he pub- 
lished in the year 1654 — "The Real Presence 
•* and Spiritual' of Christ in the blessed sacra* 
*• ment prdved against the doctrineof Transub- 
«< stantiatioii.* ^' This treatise he dedicated to 
4 benevolent prelate. Dr. Warner, Bishop o£ 
Rochester "; with whom, it will be found, he 
afterwards ' lengi^ed in controversy. 

From the prefatory address it appears that 
ft had its origin in a dilute in which he 
was accidentally engaged, against his resolu- 
tion arid real disposition, with a person of the 
Romish piarty ; who appeared to rejoice that 
the church of England, as he thought, was 
destroyed.

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« Though this question^" he says, ** hatli so 
<< ofleh been dis|^ted, and some things so 
" often said, yet I was willing to bring it 
«? once more upon the stage, hoping to add 
-^scjrtie clearness to it> by fitting it with a 
<^ good instrument, and clear conv^ance a]i4 
^« representihent, by saying some things new, 
^and very many which are not generally 
'"known, and less generally noted; and 1 
»?^ thought there was a present necessity of it, 
«^ because the emissaries of the church of 
" Rome are busy now to disturb the peace of 
" consciences by troubling the persecuted, 
5* aiid gecting scruples into the unfortunate,

" according to the nature of truth, inquire 
" after the truth of religion upon the account 
" of proper and theological objections. Our 
« church piay be a beloved church and dear 
" to God though she be persecuted, when 
« theirs is in an evil condition, by obtrud- 
" ing upon the Christian world articles of 
" religion, against all that which ought to be 
*« the instruments of credibility and persaa* 
** sion, by distorting and abusing the Sacra- 
" ments, by making error to be an art, and 
" that a man must be witty to make him. 
" self capable of being abused, by out-facing 
" all sense and reason, by condemning their 
*« brethren for not making their understand* 
" ing servile and sottish, by burning them 
" they can get, and cursing them that they 
^« cannot get, by doing so much violence to 
" their own reasons, and forcing themselves 
" to believe that no man ever spake against 
•« their new device, by making a prodigious 
" eri!or to be necessary to salvation, as if they 
" welre lords of the faith of Christendom. 

" But these men are grown to that strange 
« triumphal gaiety, upon their joy that the 
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" church pf England as . they think, is dc- 
^* stroyed, that they tread upon her grav6 
« which themselves have digged for her who 
" lives and pities them/* 

Having stated to his friend, the bishop, his 
motives for entering upon the question, he 
goes into its merits ; and shews Transub- 
stantiation not to be warrantable by Scripture. 
He considers the sixth chapter of St. John's 
Gospel, which contains the words on which 
the Roniish church builds that doctrine ; and 
passes on to the very sentence in which the 
institution of the Sacrament is conveyed ; and 
having considered the words separately, he 
dwells upon the manner and circumstances of 
the institution, with the things annexed. 

Next, he introduces the alignments which 
the adverse party deduce from Scripture, 
iEind then brings arguments from other parts 
of the New Testament, proving Christ's real 
presence in the sacrament to be only spiritual, 
not natural* He shews the doctrine of Tran- 
substantiation to be contrary to sense, to be 
wholly without, and opposite to reason, and 
not the doctrine of fhe primitive church. 
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And he concludes with oteen^tioiis on the 
adoration of the host. 

Such are the contents of this treatise, which 
is learned and convincing, but more laboured 
than his other writings. The third section 
contains an admirable exposition of the sixth 
chapter of St. John's Gospel, in which the 
meaning of the controverted passage is ascer- 
tained with accuracy. 

The short catechism which he had publish* 
ed for the youth of Wales, was now consider- 
ably enlarged, and published in the year 1655'*, 
under the title of " the Guide of infant Devo* 
tion, or the Golden Grove «, a manual of daily 
prayers and litanies fitted to the days of the 
week : containing a short summary of what 
is to be believed, practised, and desired. Also 
festival hymns, accorditig. to the manner of the 
ancient church."

From a genius so sweet and fertile, so ener- 
getick and sublime as that of Taylor, some 
effort of the muse might be expected ; and it 
is not unreasonable to suppose that his cul- 
tivation of poetry was more extensive than 
appears in his publications. 

Some instances of his talent in this sort of 
composition are subjoined to the Golden 
Grove, called " Festival Hymns/* Being all 
on religious subjects, they partake of that 
defect which is incidental to divine poetry, 
and fail in endeavouring to express what in- 
deed is beyond the reach of human language, 
the mysteries of religion and events con- 
cealed by the veil of futurity* They have 
tko ddktts peculiar to the. prevailing taste of 
the age in which they were written. But still 
there is an elevation of thought and dignity 
of expressiomin some of these poems which 
demonstrate them to be the production of no 
ordinary mind. Of this the following may be 
^ produced, as affording the best specimens.

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CHAP. VIII. 

FBOM 1655 TO 1660, • 

npHE age in which Taylor lived, though 
-*- discouraging to the feeble-minded, was 
in favour of the vigorous and the strong. 
Both genius and piety bum with greater fer- 
vour and brightness in proportion as the 
world becomes less engaging: and perse- 
cution is the test of Christian fortitude* Pow- 
erful opposition calls into action all the energy 
of resistanc^e. And the storm that drove die 
human creature to seek shelter in the vale of 
the mountains, only urged the spirit to break 
forth at every aperture. 

Alive to every passing occurrence, the soul 
of Taylor manifests itself on every occasion. 
From the first day of his seclusion till he re- 
moved into Ireland, he seems to have allowed 
few subjects connected with the questions of 
those times to escape him. Most of these he 
handled with an adroitness that proved his 
versatility of genius and command of leam- 
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ing. His zeal in opposing erroneous opinions 
sometimes, though rarely, obscured his judg<^ 
ment: an instance of which occurs in the 
« Unum Necessarhmj^^ or " the Doctrine and 
" Practice of Repentance j" which he pub- 
lished'' in the year 1655, 

His motive for engaging in this work was 
not merely to supply Christians in general 
with a treatise upon this important subject^ 
but to place it in its proper light, in oppo^ 
sition to the prevailing errors of the age ; to 
shew that " Repentance is not like the sum- 
<< mer fruits, , fit to be taken a little, and in 
^* their own time ; it is like bread, the pro- 
** vision and support of our life, the enter- 
" tainment of every day, but it is the bread 
*^ of affliction to some^ and the bread of care^ 
^* fulness to all : and he that preaches this 
" with the greatest zeal, and the greatest se- 
" verity, it may be he takes the liberty of an 
V enemy, but he gives the counsel and the 
** assistance of a friend.** 

The preface is addressed to the Bishops'* of 
Salisbury «and Rochester, and to the rest of

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the dergy of England; to whom he thus 
expresses his reaaons for giving this treatise 
to the world — ** When he had observed," 
be tells them, " concerning the church of 
** England which is the most excellently in** 
•• structed with a body of true articles, and 
« doctrines of holiness, with a discipline ma- 
** terial and prudent, with a government 
•• apostolical, with dignities neither splendid 
f* nor sordid, too great for contempt, and too 
*< little for envy (unless they had met with 
*« little people and greatly malicious) and in» 
<« deed with every thing that could instruct* 
<< or adorn a Christian church, so that she 
« wanted nothing but the continuance of 
<^ peace, and what she already was ; when he 
^< had observed that amongst all the stores of 
*• excellent things, and books by which her 
^ sons have ministered to piety and learning 
«< both at home and abroad, ^there was the 
** greatest scarcity of books of cases of con- 
^< science j and that ^yhile he stood watching 
*< that some or other shoidd undertake it ac* 
«* cording to the ability which God gave them; 
«* and yet every one found himself hindered 
** or diverted, persecuted, or disabled, and 
«• still the work was left undone, he suffered 
«• himseli* to be invited to put his hand to this

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^ work, rath^ than that it should not be done 
« at alL" . . 

This important subject he reduces to the 
following arrangement. First, he lays the 
foundation, , and shews the necessity pf jre* 
pentanoe) in remedy of the unavoidable ti»iis* 
gression of the covenant of works. Next he 
C(»isiders the possibility or impossibility of 
keeping tb& precepts of the Gospel ; hoMf 
repentance and the precept of Christian per^ 
fection can stand together ; and lastly, he 
reduces his doctrine to practice ; a method 
which he observes throughout the treatise. 

The nature and d^nition of repentance, the 
«id]jects of conversion, of the distinction of 
ains into mortal and venial, how far to be ad^ 
imited ; of actual single sins, of sinful habits 
of concupiscence, and original sin ; of sins 
of infirmity ; of the effects of repentance ; 
and lastly, of ecclesiastical penance, or the 
0iiits of repentance J these, each ramified 
into considerations, ivhich naturally spring 
from them, form the contents of the << Vmm

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applauded by all good men. Adversity taught 
him to enter deeply into the wretchedness of 
mankind.

often observed the .^van^a^ge^ in n^inistering 
to.othex^, smd waa confident that the greatest 
benefits of his office may with beS|t effect! be 
communicated to . souls in personal and par* 
ticjular ministrations. Impreased with sueh 
fepHngSy and possessing such qualifioatipiiSA }ie . 
entered upon the subject. It unavoidably 
led him into the consideration of original sin, 
aa|d ita efl^ta; points which #ere at tfcat time 
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HHM^ controverted between the Arminim* 
aiMl Calvimstic partie$5 'C^nd he ad<^ted the 
opinipn of the former ; . carrying it to a^ cfegree 
that the latter utterly condemned^ and* which 
the church of England does n6t approve. Hi» 
aentimbntB with regard to the doctnoe «f 
QfigiMl mn were then, and are at prenentt 
generally considered heterodox ; and are irre*

.Hus drew Mm into controversy. His 
imnd, the Bishop of Rochester^ shewed hia 
di8a{q[>robation of the chapter of original 'dn, 
in the ^* Vmm Neeessarium^** in a letter ad* 
dressed to Taylor, eipresily on the occa^on^ 
and dated the aSth of Jnly, in the year 16561 
whidi was ndt received till the 11th <^ Sep-- 
tember, owing tb.liie iituation in which Taylor 
waa then placed* ' : 

At the end of thi year 1^54* the Royalists^ 
who were still active, had made an insurrection 
at' Saliibury, and brought ttpon themselves

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and their friends the vengeance of the J^o* 
tector. Many were executed) some banished, 
and all were regarded vdth such suspicion by 
Cromwell, that he encreased liie force of 
cavalry throughout the country* Taylor, 
though no insurgent, was yet too well loMfWOr 
a ro3ralist to escape the observaticm of the 
government, and was, at the date of the 
bishop's letter, a prisoner in Chepstow castle* 

In his reply he attributes the delay intbv 
conveyance of the letter to this cause, and 
says, that it seemed R» Royston detainedf it 
in his hand^, supposing it could 'not come 
safely to him, while he remained a prisoner* 
But though under a more severe restraint 
at ^rst, he describes his presaat confine^ 
merit as less oppressive, and teUs the faoiBhc^ 
M he now had that liberty, ' Ami he couIg^ 
r^eive any letters, and sidid any; fivtbd 
gentlemen under whose custody^ he 'was^ as 
they were careful of their charges, so they 
were civil to hit person*** ^

A Answer to a letter written by the R. R. ^e Lord 
Biahop of Roohestef , *e; p. 9^$^ SvftjS^y eeoXoyixof • ' 
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;&e part of the bishop, dat^d the^ loth of 
November, and ibis again uvged the former 
to a further reply. But it was not ^e Bishop 
of Rochester alone, who wished to cpnvsqce 
Taylor of his error on this question. There 
were others^ who lamented the opinions he 
liad advanced, and were anxious to see them 
refuted^ Amongat these was Doctor Robert 
Sanderson, afterwards Bishop at* ^ Lincoln : 
who in a letter to Mr. Thomas Barlow, dated 
Boothby Paynell, September the 28th, in the 
year 1656, urges him to undertake the manage- 
m^it, as he eii^resses it, «^< of that dilute in 
<^ the question of great importance, upon the 
•< ancient landnpaarks by Pr. Jeremy Taylor, 
** so unhaf^ily (and so unseasonably too) en-

^ Justificatus/* he was attacked by Henry 
Jeanes and John Gaule *, the former minister 
of Ched^oy, in Somersetshire, the latter filling 
a similar situation at Staughton in the county 
df Huntingdon. 

Howevar fliistak«<ii m the view which he 
toA of this question, he vindicates himsellt 
with the boklness and fluency of a man of 
hoi}e9t intentions* He riBplies to the bishop's 
ftftt letter, by remarking that it professes to 
oontain rather the captious objections of other 
people th^n Warner's own. He admits of 
original sin, but not what it is supposed to 
be ; he contends it is only by imputation, as 
an inlet to sickness, death, and disorder, not 
as introducing a necessity of sinning, or damn« 
ing to eteirnal punishment.

He 
touches on the subject of confessions, and 
asserts, that they differ widely ; that he would 
subscribe to the first, but not to the second 
Helvetic. He contends that death became- a 
punishment to those only who sin; He gived 
a critical analysis of the fifth chapter of the 
epistle to the Romans, and argues that ori* 
ginal sin is rather an original curse on bm* sin.

• His controversy with Jeanes» though almo^ 
immediately subsequent to the publication of 
^* Deus Justificatus/* seems to have been 
brought on more by accident than design. 
Jeanes in his Address «« to the unprejudiced 
reader/' prefixed to the letters which he pub- 
lished on this subject, tells the public, that 
^ one Mr. T. C.^ of Bridgwater, being at his

Amidst this devastation of his family one son 
was spared to him ; and for his sake, as well 
as to recruit his own spirits, he declared his 
intention of quitting his residence in Wales 
and visiting London ; which proves that he 
was then free from restraint. In a* letter to a 
firiehd, he thus expresses his intention and his 
present feelings : —

He accomplished his purpose of going to 
the capital ; and having determined to relin- 
quish altogether his situation in Wales, he re- 
mained some time in London ; and officiated 
in a private congregation of loyalists, but not 
without great danger of persecution from the 
prevailing party. 

During the year in which he $ufi&red under 
personal and domestic affliction, a treatise 
l^peared, which is attributed to Taylor by 
Anthony Wood, and still occupies a place in 
the list of his writings. It is, " A Discourse 
•*of Auxiliary Beauty, or Artificial Hand- 
•* somenesse. In point of conscience between 
•^ two ladies.^ Printed for R.RoystonS (who 
was Taylor's bookseller) in the year of our

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Lord 1656. It was never published with 
his name, and doubts may still be enter- 
tained of it' real author. The internal 
evidence does not corroborate the opinion 
of ** the Publisher to the ingenuous reader/' 
that ** a woman (as he was certainly in- 
<* formed) was not only the chief occasion, 
•* but the author and writer of this dis- 
** course/* It is a dialogue between two 
ladies: the one making objections against 
any superfluous ornaments, and particularly 
against adorning the face with colours not its 
own ; and the other answering them. 

The debate is conducted with gravity and 
skill, with a great command of scripture, 
some knowledge of the fathers, and of the 
most eminent writers of the church of Eng- 
land« And it concludes by a declaration on 
the part of the plaintifi^ that the fair defend- 
ant had "by the force of her reason, re- 
". deemed her from that captivity, wherein by 
" a plebeian kind of censoriousness and po- 
** pular severity ^he sometime delighted, to 
" disparage and lessen those, who are reported 
f( or suspected to use. any auxiliary beauty, 
<^ notwithstanding she saw in all things else 
"their worth and virtue, every way corn- 
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<* mendable, immutable, and sometimes ad« 
*« mirable : so much,*' she says, "have you 
«< made one a chearful conformist to your 
•< judgment and charity, which- 1 find follows 
** not easy and vulgar reports, bttt «earcheth 
•* the exacter rules of reason and religion ; 
♦« which lights, as they now shine in the 
^< church of God, she did not think had left

racter to which it is addressed, Mrs. Katherine 
Philips ; a lady who was so eminent for her 
•friendship, that Taylor says she herself could 
have given the best reply to those inquiries 
which produced this incomparable answen 
Ste is better known by the title of the Match- 
Jless.Orinda, and was the wife of James 
jPhilips^ Esq. of liie Priory at Cardigan. Her 
fbther, John Fowler, was a merchant in 
London, and resided in Buckleisbury ; and 
her mother was Katherine, the daughter of 
Doctor Daniel Qxenbridge, a Physician. She 
was bom in the parish of St. Mary Woolchurch, 
jmd baptized on the eleventh of January in 
^e year 1631 ; she was educated at a school 
at Hackney which was kept by Mrs. Salmon, 
where she acquired an extensive knowledge 
of Englisby and was much attracted by the 
eharm's of poetry, though she was brought up 
a Presbyterian. After her marriage she went 
' into Ireland with Viscountess Bungannon ;

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which was several times acted at the Neir 
Theatre in that city after the Restoration. Jit 
ihe year 1663, a surreptitious edition of her 
poems was brought out in London. Yet sucK 
wasi her modest opinion of her own endow- 
seieids, ihat ske ccmld not be prevailed upon 
to cwrect the arors it contained by an edition 
under her own authority. In the spring of the 
year 1664 she came to the metropolis, and re- 
sided in Fleet Street, where she caught the 
small-poxt of which she died, on tiie ssd 
of June of the same year; and her re- 
mains were deposited In the church of St 
Bennet Sherehog, at the end of Syth'iB 
Lane, under a gravestone, where her fkthei^

to have been written after he had retired into 
Ireland ; an event that mnst have takeri place 
iifefore the close of the year 1657. 

During Taylor's residence in London he 
became acquainted with Lord Conway, a 
Nobleman of an open and generous disposi- 
lion, who had been active in the service of 
the late king, and was probably one of those 
royalists who formed Taylor's ccwigregation. 

Informed of his late affliction, and con* 
^dous of the hazard he incurred by offlteiating 

** was tempted |p the communion of the Church of Rome.^ 
And << The answer to the Bishop of Rochester's first 
** Letter^ the Bishop of Rochester's second Letter, and 
«< Taylor's r^ly to it." In tl»sedition the title was alter- 
ed to ** 2viA^o\o9 e£oXoyuo>, or a collection of Polemical

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SO near the seat of the ruling opinions, he 
made him a friendly proposal,j the exact 
nature of which is not recorded : but of such 
a kind as induced Taylor and his family to go 
over into Ireland and reside at Portmore*, the 
mansion of that nobleman, in the parish of 
Ballindei?ry, and county of Antrim, at the 
distance of ftine miles from lisburn. This 
situation, being adapted to study and cohtem- 
plation, was to him a delightful retreat. Here 
he employed Ws time in arranging the trea- 
sures wit:h which his mind was stored, and in 
correspondence with men of literature. 

In the yetir i659jr the EfJhesian Matron was 
published in London, in duodecimo. The story 
is told by Petropius, and introduqed into "the 
« Rule and Earercidcs of Holy Dying.'* And 
the publicatidli tiow mentioned was probably 
a mere extract of that part of the latter work 
made by the bookseller j U practice very usual 
ih the time of Taylor. All that is requisite to 
be observed respecting it is, that caution

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should be given not to mistake it for the 
story*" usually published with the Cimmerian 
Matron ; a story written with the freedom of 
the age of Charles the Second, by a Layman ; 
as appears from the epistle prefixed to the 
Cimmerian Matron in which the writer refers 
to the use Taylor has made of it in the trea- 
tise already described. 

Of the same date is a Latin letter addressed 
by Taylor, to John Steame, professor of 
physic and philosophy in the university of 
Dublin, which is prefixed to the professor'g 
eavaroxoyiexy and is dated froih his ^delightful 
** recess at Portmore." There also he accom- 
plished the largest and most laborious of his 
works, the ^* Ductof* Dtibitantium, or the Rule 
" <rf* Conscience in all her general measures ; 
** iserving as a great instrument for the deter* 
« mination of cases of Coriscience.'* To this 
gr>eat lindeftaking he alludes in the fdilowing 
kbstract'frcMtn a letter to Dr. Sheldon, who had 
giveil his advice on the subject. ' -' 

« I am to thank you for the prudent and

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^* friendly advice you were pleased to give 
" me in your letter, relating to my great un* 
•* dertaking in cases of conscience. I have 
« only finished the first part yet, the Praecqg- 
<« nita and the generals ; but in that and the 
" remaining parts I will strictly observe your 
"caution*^". 

To this letter there is no date* The remain* 
ing part of it mentions the discharge of a 
bond, which Taylor liad given to the Doctor ; 
and contains expressions of gratitude and s^t- 
^achtnent to him for constantly agisting his 
condition and promoting his interest.. 

Though some writers abroad had enga^d 
in this subject,. and some at home; yet so 
many strange c^inions had been broached, and 
false solutions given, that a work of this kind 
was a desid^ral^um in divinity. It Jbiad long 
occupied the jmind of Taylor; and he had 
iioiw all the advantages of an uninterrupted 
and agreeable retirement to bring the work to 
completion ; which he effected, as he himself 
expr^s^es it, ^<in his study in Portmore in 
Kilultagh, October the 5th, in the year 1659 :

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but the publication of it was delayed- till the 
year following*. It is dedicated to King 
Charles the Second ; who was restored befor^ 
the work came out. ^ 

In the preface he states, that not many of 
the reformed religion were found who were 
qualified or had leisure to write books of 
cases of conscience. " Some of the Lutherans 
<< had indeed done something in this kind, 
" which was well ; Baldwin, Bidenbach, 
•* Dedekan, Konig, and the Abbreviator rf 
" Gerard : some essays also had been made 
« by others ; Alsted, Ames, Perkins, and HaH 
" the eloquent and reverend Bishop of Nor- 
** wich.** But yet there was great need of 
further labours in this department of theology. 
« We could not be well supplied out of the 
« Roman store-houses : for though there the 
♦* vStaple was, and many excellent things wer6 
" there exposed to view ; yet the merchants 
" w6re found to be deceivers, and the wares 
*< too often falsified." This he shews by 
many instances which he draws into view; 
and exposes the many defects that existed iti

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moral ih^ogyf by subtle but &lse disputa- 
.tion* *^ Beata (BtdS qttce in . vita hominum re-

Blessed are the times in iirhich men Jeam to 
dispute well that they may live the better. 
And truly it were much, to be wished that 
men would do $o now; ettdes^voaring to teach 
the ways of Godliness in sincerity, to shew 
;to men the right paths of salvation ; to 
describe the right and plain, measmros of sim- 
plicity, christian charity, chastity, temperance, 
and justice ; to unwind the iutangleinents of 
sj%, and to strip moral theology of ail its 
yisord ) to detract, all the falshoods and hypo- 
crisies of ef afly men ; to confute laU the fiilse 
principles erf evil teachers, who by uncertain 
;md deceitful groundfs teach men to walk con- 
<identJy/upon trap-doors and pii>fallsv. and 
freach doctrines so dangerous and iklse, 
>that if tbeir jjii^dples would live according to 
the consequents of such doctrines, without 
doubt they must pmsh everlastingly. 

. Taylor, was conscious it was a great work 
fwhich he undertook, and too heavy fm* one 

man's shoulders ; but (he argued) somebody 
must begin ; and yet no nian ever would, if 
he were to be frighted with the consideration 
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of my diflSculty. He laid aside sHX consider- 
ation of himself, and.witii an entire confidence 
in God for help, he began this institution of 
moral theology, and establisljed it upon such 
principles ^nd instruments of probation a^ 
every man allows, and better than wh^ch we 
have i^one imparted tp us* He afiirnjs nothing 
but upon ground^ of scripture, or univeri^al 
tradition, or right reason discernal^ie. by every 
disinterested person, Y^here the questions are pf 
great concern, and pfi^n admit of these proba- 
tions : where they cannot, he tak^s the next 
in value j; the laws of wise commonwealths 
and the saying* (^f wise men;\ the results (^ 
fame ai^d , the proverbs of th^ ^^Rcients, the 
precedenjts of holy persons /fknd th^^ gi'^t 
examples of saints. 

.^ He laid.dQwn for himself gener«^l measures 
to b^ as boundaries to the determination of 
doubts and the answer of questions ; and by 
observing these, his error, if ajay happened, 
must be very innocent. For iii hard and in- 
tricate questions he takes that wliich is plain 
and intelligible, and concerning which it 
WQi;dd be easy to judge whether it be right or 
wrong. In odipu^.thipgs and matters of bur- 
den and envy, he adx^pts that part which is

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least, unless there were evident reason to tlie 
contrary. In favours he always chooses the 
largest sense, when any one is bettered by it^ 
and no man is the worse. In things and 
questions relating to men, he gives those 
answers that take away scruplesr, and bring 
peace and a quiet mind. In points relating 
to God he is careful to speak that which is 
most honourable to the divine Being. In 
matters of dnty he always chooses that which 
is most hdiy. In doubts he adopts what is 
safest. In probabilities he prefers that which 
is the more reasonable, never allowing to any 
one a leave of choosing that which is con- 
fessedly the less reasonable in the whole con- 
junction of circumstances and relative consi- 
derations. 

On account of these principles he hoped to 
serve God and mankind* For thes^ being 
the points of his compass, wmcb way soever 
he sailed, he could not suffer shipwreck : 
and if at any time he goes about, which he 
has avoided as much as he could, yet at last 
he arrives where ^he ought to be. For indeec^ 
in this whole afiair, he has proceeded with 
great fear ; as knowing that he who writes of 
eases of conscience, in some measure gives

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laws to all that believe him : atad no man 
persuades more vehemently than he that tells 
you, " This, God forbids ; this God com- 
mands;" and therefore, he knew thfit to be 
mistaken in such a subject were very fatal, 
and might do much mischief; but to be care- 
less or prejudiced, or partial, or flattering, 
or oppressive with severity, or unsafe with 
gentleness, were criminal in the cause as well 
as mischievous in the event : and the greaptest 
security which he had that he had not spoken 
unsafely in any man's case was, because he 
had prayed much, and laboured much that he 
might not at all minister to error or schism, 
to folly or vanity, but to the glory of God 
and the good of souls : and he had so deter- 
mined every case that he had in this work 
presented, as he himself would practise, and 
as he would account at the day of judgment ; 
and therefore he desires his reader to use the 
samt caution and ingenuity before he con- 
demns any conclusion, and consider, that as 
in these things it was impossible to please 

every man, fffffMCiv hv fisyiXots wajiy iSiTv xaAgwov ;* 

so he designed to please no man but as he is 

a lover of truth and of his own souL

Xeam^i^tyeare, and-f<nr what ends designed, -— <

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But he desires that he who reads this book, 
will n<rt expect in it a collective body of par* 
ticular eases of conscience ; for he found that 
they were- infinite, and his life was not soj 
and he should never live to write, or to under- 
stand them all : and if he should write some 
and omit others ; he should profit he knew not 
whom, and do good but to a very few, and 
that by chance * only ; and it might be that 
their cases being changed by circumstances 
would not be fitted by his indefinite answers. 

He here offers to the world a general in- 
strument of moral theology, by the rules and 
measures of which, the guides of souls may 
determine the particulars that sh^ be brougjit 
before them ; and those who love to inquire, 
may also find their duty so described, that 
unless their duties be complicated with law$»

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and civil customs, and secular interests, men 
that are wise may guide themselves in all 
their proportions of conscience : but if their 
case be indeed involved, they need the con- 
duct of a spiritual guide to solve the difficulty, 
and state the question, and apply the re- 
spective rales to the several parts of it ; for 
though he has set them down all m their pro- 
per places relating to their several matters, 
yet when a question requires the reason of 
many rules, it is not every hand that can 
apply them : men will for ever need a living 
guide ; and a wise leader of souls will by some 
of these rules be enabled to answer most cases 
that shall occur. 

For though he has not given answers to 
every doubt ; yet he has told what we are to 
do when any doubt arises ; he has conducted 
the scrupulous conscience by such rules as 
in all difficulties will declare her duty : and 
therefore if the matter of doubt be in the 
reception of the sacrament of the Eucharist, 
or in wearing clothes, or in eating, the rule 
is the same and applicable to every matter. 
He has not disputed whether* sumptuary

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IftiTB be aslSEolIy obligatdrj to us in Eagknd 
aAd Ireland ; bat he has told by what mfea- 
sures we shall know concerning all laws» whe- 
ther they be obligatory or not, in any place, 
and to every persofi. He has not expounded 
an the laws of God,^ but he has ttAd by what 
rules they are to be expopnded and under- 
stood. And ]>ecau6e their rules have in- 
fluenee upon all particulars, he has by way of 
instance and illustration determined many 
special cases: and he has been careful to 
choose such as are the matter of our usual 
inquiries j and has been very studious to draw 
into particular scrutiny most of the principal 
and noblest questions of Christendom which 
could relate to the matter of his rule ; pro- 
vided that they were practical and could mi- 
nister to good manners; having that passage 
df Lactantius in his mind, ** Non tarn de rebu$ 
" kwmams bene meretur qm scientiam bene S* 
" eendi affer% quoM qm pie et innoeenter do^ 
^ cet vivere.*' 

Such is the account given by Taylor him- 
self of this extensive and important work, 
v^hich i^ alone sufficient to place his name 
amongst the most learned divines, and most 
profwnd philosophers. It is evident from 
other parts of his writings, that he had loiig 
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been impressed with the utility of such a worft, 
and had doubtless been many years in collect- 
ing materials ; which at length he was enabled 
to reduce into order and bring befol-e the 
world. 

The ** Ductor Dubitantium" is the produc- 
tion of retentive memory and laborioiis re- 
search, of learning various and profound, of 
reasoning close and dispassionate. It is thd 
eifort of a vigorous, an unbiassed, and con- 
templative mind ; a mind " furnished with a 
« holy rule and guided by a divine con- 
« ductor.'' ' '

The Preface, which is short, was written by Richard 
Fiddes the biographer of Wolsey; and states the abridg- 
ment to have been made at his request, because he thought 
the original work wanted its exuberances pruning ; there 
being too, many instances occurring in it of commoa 
place human learning. Fiddes adds^ that not having seen 
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the abridgement before it went to the press, he does not 
know how it is executed. 

In the beginning of the second volume is a list of sub- 
scribers and a preface by Barcrofly wherein he states, 
I St. That he has preserved all the rules of the Ductor Du- 
bitantium, in the same order, and almost in the same 
words in which the Bishop has proposed them. 2dly That 
where any one case under a rule appeared sufficient to 
explain Taylor's meaning, he generally omitted the other 
cases; and for the same reason, he also commonly omitted 
his embellishments of learning and numerous quotations 
from other writers, wherever they appeared 5innecessary 
to prove or explain the rule which he designed to establish. 

In the year 1684 appeared a collection of Bp. Taylor's 
smaller pieces, und^r the title of ** Taylor's Opuscula," 
eontaining, the Treatise on Friendship, Five Letters to 
persons changed or tempted to a change in their religion, 
and a Discourse, proving that the Christian Religion is 
from God. The last is extracted from the Ductor Dubi- 
tantium, p. 1 249 first edit.

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t&e 2:1st of June, of the year 1661, com^ 
mitted to the Bishop of Down and Connor, 
the administration of the see of Dromore j 
which he held till his death. 

He thus received a fresh tribute of respect 
fer his fidelity and superior attainments. But 
it was no desire of enriching himself that in- 
duced the Bishop to accept of this new 
charge. Hie dikpidated state of the cbuirch 
and ecclesiastical property at this juncture 
dteffliy evince Im conduct to have been 
grqundl^ upon a higher principle* 

Finding not only the spiritual affairs of this 
diocese in disorder^ but the choir of the ca* 
thedxal of Dromore in ruins^ he undertook to 
rebuild it. It was dedicated to «< Christ our 
** Redeemer.'* On this occasion his daughter 
Joanna preseated the plate for the xommu^- 
mon; which bears the followmginscription^

In the same year he held a visitation at 
lisnegarvy ; at which he issued <« imdes and 

Y % "" 
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*« advices to the clergy of his dSocese for thcSr 
** deportment in their personal and pablick 
^* capacities.*' 

Thus was he attentive not only to the out- 
ward condition of the church, but assiduously 
Exerting himself both by his own eminent 
example and admirable writings to regulate 
the charge reposed in him.. The rules he 
directed to his clergy for this purpose form a 
very useful compendium of ministerial duty; 
and have been oflen recommended by sub- 
sequent prelates. In visiting his diocese, it 
was his practice to preadi to the congregation, 
and the substance of two sermons on the 
second chapter of the Epistle to Tkus, and 
Seventh and eighth verses, which he delivered 
In so many several visitations, is preserved iii 
the fifth edition of the E.tauro?, under the 
title of " the whole Duty of the Clergy in Life, 
** Belief, and Doctrine, described and ef^ 
** fectually pressed opon their Consciences.'* 
The former work is but. an abridgement of 
the precepts contained in this, which are in 
general enforced with all the learning, piety; 
and earnestness, which he so amply possessed, 
tod whkh the subject so justly demanded. 
But in his \v$Lrmth of persuasiQa tp holioeft 
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jK>me positions occiir» whidi the church con- 
nders unt^nabie^ particularly iiiose in the first 
part, concerning the effect of personal sins 
upon the validity of the sacred functions c^ 
Christian ministers : on which subject he pur- 
sues a line of argument that militates against 
the tenets of the twenty*sixth artidef of the 
church^f England. 

In the autumn of the year ,i66t the. bishops 
foreseeing: a vacancy in the deanery of Connoii 
wrote to Cambridge for some; able person, 
who might fill that dignity. And the propo^^ 
sition being made to Dr. .George Bust^at that 
time a fellow of Christ College. in that uni* 
versity, he gladly accepted it : the situation 
being more valuable^ in his estimation, by th^ 
intercourse .that it. would give him with the 
<< incomparable person» witlx whom the ofier 
*^ had originated^'' Dr* Rust hastened his 
journey into Ireland, and arrived in Dublin 
about the month of August. 

The bishop, who knew how to value a per- 
«>n of his worth, received him *' with much 
" respect and kindness ;" and he was preferred 
to .the Deanery, as soon as it was vacant^ 
which was shortly after.

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Thus a fiiendriiip coosmeaced bttweea 
fhese two great men, if^Mch ooatinued mi&x 
mutual urarmtli and admiration^ till it vra$ 
interrupted by death. 

t Gratifying as this friendij intercoEUcse "* evi- 
dently was to Dr. Rust,"^ it must have be^ 
equally pleasing to the bishop ; for ihe dean 
was, in every respect worthy of his regard. 
Joseph Glstnvil; who knew him well, describes 
him as '^arnan of a clear mind, a deep judg- 
f^ ment, and searching wit : greatly learned ia 
^* all the best sorts of knowledge, anci^it and 
f^ modem, a thoughtful and diHgent enquirer, 
'^ of a free understanding, and vast capacity^ 
f* joined with singular modesty, ami umisual 
t* sweetness of temper, which made him tte 
$* darling of all that knew him : he was a 
♦* person of great piety and generoi^ty ; a 
f * hearty lover of God and man ; an excd-

** all the qualifications of a primitive hiebopr 
« and of an extraordinary man/' 

This, Mr. Glanvil said not out of kindness. 
to his friend, but out of justice to a person of 
wbom no commendatiim could be ^ictr^visu 
gaiifc« Whilst Dr. Ilust lived, in Christ's Col- 
leg^ he was hi^y esteemed for his eminent 
learnii^ and virtues j he was one of the first 
that surmounted the prejudices of the system 
that was adopted in education during the 
unhappy times in which he resided in the 
imivw^y. He had too great a soul for the 
trifles of that age, and saw early the nakedness 
of phrases and fancies. He outgrew the pre« 
tended orthodoxy of those days, and addicted 
himsdf to the primitive leaning and theology, 
in which he even then became a great master. 

In the latter end of theyear 1 66i,or beginning 
o£ihe year following, Taylor published three 
sermons, which he had preached at Christ^ 
church, in Dublin. The subject of the first 
is, << The Righteousness Efeangelical descrifai- 
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ed ;'' tbe second shews, *^ The Cfarktian^s 
*< Conquest over the body of SSn j" and the 
third developes <^ Fides form9ita,or Faith work- 
** ing by Love.^' These he dedicated t6 the 
Diicbess o£ Onnond, who had been one of the 
congregation at the time the first was de- 
livered, and had requested him to distribute it 
in print. She was the daughter of Richard 
Lord Bingwell and Earl of Desmond in Ire- 
hiod^ and is described as a lady of zeal, pi^, 
and chaiity. She was at that time, resident at 
DidUim in consequence of the appmntment of 
the Duke her husband to the vice^regal gOr 
vernment, on the 4th of October, in the year 
1 66 1 : an appointment that was reo^ived with 
great joy* K^nnet^ records that his Grace 
'^'landed at Houth <m Sunday the 27th of 
*^ July of that year^ with the Earls of Qssoiy 
** and Anglesea,. and a noble retinue :" tbe 
House of Lords expressing their joy for his 
amval, by the Lord Primate their ^leaker; 
the Commons, by their Speaker, Sir Audley 
Marvin; the Lower House of Convocation, 
by Dr. Mossom, their Prolocutor; the Uni- 
versity by their Vice-chancellor, the Bishc^ 
oi- Down and Connor ; and the Mayor and

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Gty, by.their Recorder, wha in teatimany of 
tb^ affection, ^^reaented Jbjs Grace wkh a 
bowl of gold, of the vialae of fixir hundctd 
pounds, and the freedom of their city in :» 
golden box* 

About this time the bishop sent into ike 
world his xp^*^ t*xh«tix«), A discourse of 
confirmation ; to which he prefixed aniCpiirtlse 
dedicatory. to. this nobleman, and thus.i3e|>resi 
sents the state of religion in Ireland at that 
time. << Ottr churches are demolisbed, much 
'^ of the revenues irrecoverably iswailofwed hiy. 
'^sacril^e, and digested by an unaimnkbfe 
^' impunity ; re^gion is infinitdy (Uncled, and 
<< 'parted into formidable sects f the people 
^< are extremely ignorant, and wilftd by in*. 
<* heritance ; superstitiously irrelsgious and 
" incapable of reproof 

The discourse itself is divided into seven 
sections, with an introduction* The first sec* 
tion treats of the divine original, «warrantyt 
and institution of the rite of confinnatioD. 
In the next he contends that this rite is a 
perpetual ministry. The third shews that 
imposition of hands for the givit^^the Holy 
Spirit^ or Confirmation^, was actually continued 
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and practise by all the succradtng agfisof 
the purert and primitive church. Next, he 
ccMitends that the bishops ivsre aiwaysrand 
the onl^ ministers of Confirmation ; aad that 
the whole procedure or ritual of Coofirmation 
is by prayer and impositicm of hands. That 
jaany graces and Uessksga «i« conaequeiit to 
the worthy {deception and due ministry of this 
rite ; and Itsdy, he treats of the necessary 
prq^aradon aad drommtaaces of recming it 

Tlie afej^exf tUs treatise is closer and less 
florid tibaa mas^ <tf his other nmtings ; but 
tiie Baase command of learning is erery wfaeref 
ooiiB|neiions« He brings outof his ineriwistt^ 
ble treasury <<thfiB^s new anddkl,'' and tip^ 
plies (hem with irresistible persuasion. 2>awn 
hy his hand the cauee of youth, arrests ovtt 
attention and demands our caie. "Who can 
read the following passage without the most 
Mw^ interest?

On the i6th of July, in the year 1663, he was 
requested to perform the solemn o^e df 
preaching at the funeral of that great prelate 
Dr. John Bramhall, Archbishop of Armagh, 
alid primate; from whose hands he had 
xeceived consecration.

But qualifications 
such as he fOfSessed cfliM 116^ suffered to 
remain uncalled fur when the cause of truth 
and the interests of the church'required their 
exertion. Errorst from which the church of 
Ki^^d had been separated at the reforma- 
tion, still continued to be propagated and em- 
iHaced in the sister kingdom ; and called for 
animadversion: consequently, in the year 1663, 
he published << a dissuasive from Popery/' ad* 
dressed ^* to the people of Ireland/' The 
imprimature to the English edition, and 
signed by Dr. George Stradling, chaplain 
to Archbishop Sheldon, is dated the 15th 
of August of that year. It was printed 
at Dublin, by John Crook, printer to the 
King's Most Excellent Majesty; and re- 
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printed at London for Thomas Jdinson, at the 
Key, in St* iPiaul^s Church Yard, in the year 
foUowing4 

The task of writing this work was imposed 
Hpon him by the bishops of Ireland* And 
^ on this account he had nothing left him but 
<< obedience ; though, as he himsdif coo&sses, 
*< he found regret in the nature of the em- 
•< ployment ; for he loved not to be one of the 
*« disputers of this world." <• He loc^d upon 
" controversy, when the questions arecurious

f< charity to snatch them as a brand from the 
«< fire ; indeed the church of Rome maintained 
" propositions, which, if the ancient Doctors 
** of the church may be believed, are apt to 
'< separate £rom God/* He instanced in their

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iitiparadditibn^ of articles and^ pit>{losition^ 
4erived only from a pretended tradition^ 
and not contained in scripture. Now the 
doing of this, he declares, is a great sin, 
and a great danger. " Adoro scHpturce pk: 
" rutudmem ; diait Si non /est scriptun$i 
<< thneat vw iliud adjicientibus out detrahentibUf 
" destmatum.'* * 

But as an additional reason for yielding to 
the solicitation of the bishops, he had ob«- 
served amongst the generality of the Irish* 
suph a declension of Christianity, so great 
credulity to believe every superstitious story, 
such confidence in vanity, such grbundless 
pertinacy, such vicious lives, so little sense 
of true religion and the fear of God, so much 
care to obey the priests and so little to obey 
the Almighty J such intolerable ignorance^ 
such fond oaths and manners of swearing, 
thinking themselves more obliged by swear- 
ing on the mass-book, than the four gospels, 
and St. Patrick's mass-book more' than any 
new one ; swearing by tlieir father's soul, by 
tlieir godsip's hand, by other things which 
are the product of those many, tales that are

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told tbem. Tbi^ bdiieved asi th^ 
bade tbem,r and went to maas which they 
under^^ood . not» and reckoned their beids 
to tell the number and the tab of tibeir 
prayers, and abMaioed from egg» and flesh ib 
Leat, and visited Su Patiick's well^ and left 
pii^ and ribbands^ yam or. thready in their 
holy wells, and prayed to God, St«3ilary»and 
St. Patrick, St. Columbanua and St Bridget, 
tnd desir^ to be buri^ ^th St.Francia's 
<$hord about them, and to fest on Saturdays 
in honour of our Lady. These and many 
other thinjgs of the like nature he saw dailjr* 

But he giv66 one particular instatice of 
their miserable superstition and bUndneas. 

He was, within a £iw months of tibe time 
at which he published this wOrk, very muc^ 
troubled with pedticms and earnest requestSi 
fm the restoring a bdl which a pefMm of quaUty 
had in his hands in the time of, and ever 
since the (then) late rebellion. He could not 
guess at the reasons of their great and i^ent 
importunity, but told the petitioners, if tiiey 
could prove that bell to be theirs, the gentle* 
man was willing to pay the full value of it; 
though he had no ouhgation to do so (that he 
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JcMir of) but clmrity^ bi^t ttiis «^ so fA 
irotn BsAiafymg them, that still the importu* 
njty iocreltsedy which nmde him diligently 
inquire into the secret of it« The first cause 
he found was, that a dying person in the 
parish desired to have it nmg bef<H*e him to 
diurcb» aod pretended he could -not die in 
peacv if it were denied him ; and that the 
keqring of tba(t befi did anciently bdong to 
that £umly from father to soil : but because 
this seemed nothing but a fond and unrea* 
sonable superstition, he enquired farther, and 
at last found tJiat they believed* tlus bell came 
from heaven, that it used to be carried from 
place to place, to end controversies by oath^ 
which the worst man durst not violate if they 
swore upon that bell, and the best men 
Junongst them durst not but believe them; 
liiat if this bdl was rung before the corpse to 
tlie ^ve, it would help him out of purga^ 
tory, and that therefore when any one died, 
the friends of the deceased did, whilst the 
bell was in their possession, hire it for the 
behoof of the defeui, and that by this means 
that fiuntly was in part maintainitd. Seeing 
under what spirit of delusion those poor souls 
lay, how infinitely their credulity was abused^ 
how eertaiidy they believed in trifies^ and 
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perfectly relied on vanity, and how little lAMf' 
regarded the truths of God, and how they 
drank not at all of the waters of fi»lvatioii, 
gave hhn much trouble. For the numerous 
cofDpanies of priests? and friers aisongst them, 
took care they should know nodiing of xt- 
l%ion but what th^ designed for them^ they 
used all meass to keep them to the use of the 
Iris^ tongue, lest if they learnt English, tiiey 
mi^ be supplied with persons ikter to in- 
struct them. 

This and many other evils were nuule 
greater and more irremediaUe by the affi-ight- 
ment which their pctests put upon them by 
the issues of ecclesiastical juriadiction, by 
which they gave them laws, not only for re- 
Hgion, but even for temporal things, and' 
turned their prosdytes from the mass^ if they 
became farmers of the tythes from the mi- 
nister or proprietary without* their leave* He 
declares he spoke that which he knew to be 
true by their own confession and uncon- 
strained and uninvited narratives ; so that as 
it was certain that the Roman religion, as it 
stood in distinction and separation from the 
Established church, was a body of etrange 
propositions, having but little relish of true 
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piiMiilf ^6 imi'pBre Cfanstiamtyy so it was 
liiere waon^ the Lisk a fiurtion and a state 
party and des^n to recover their old laws and 
barbafroas manner of Hvii^, a device to enable 
tiitem to dwdl alon^ and to be popuhs wms 
hbii^ a people *of one language, and un« 
mingled with others; - And if this be religion, 
it is^^snc^ a one as ought to be reproved by all 
the severities of reason and religion, lest the 
people perish, mid their sovds be cheaply 
given away to them that make merchandize of 
souls, who .were the purchase and price of 
C9iris1^ blood ^. Such were the reasons which 
induced the bishops to take the part they 
adopted, add himself to be engaged in this 
controversy. 

The t^nper and spirit which pervade the 
** Dissu2»ive firom Popery," axe of the kind 
that might be expected jfrom a character of 
the most uniform piety, and one who had his 
subject at command. He expresses himself 
in language adapted to the various ranks in 
society for which the work was intended, and 
produces deep and extensive knowledge of 
the councils, the fathers, and historians of the 
church.

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seimon m became this extraordinafj persott 
and himself; a sermon, whtdi in expremoif 
and pathos has seldom been surpassed. 

In this he entered lai^ely into the character . 
of the decoaed, and shewed that the mind 
of this extraordinaiy man was aid^it, aud 
discerned every thing through colours warm, 
cieaf\ and splendid. As ^ writer he was co- 
pious, energetic, and profound. Mimy pas- 
sages in biff works are conceived witJi.suck 
aptitu(fe, and espressed with such exactiMSs, 
as demonstrates how quickly he caught, and 
with what accoracy he observed^ the beauties 
4^tbe creatten* 

As^ a divine, itmay justly be said of him, 
that he boMly rdbidc^d vice, abd couragecHiidy 
drfended the principles of the church of 
£oglatid» tbwgh. certain danger tQ his^te- 
rests and his person was the consequence. 
Aa a Christian he was devout and exemplary, 
as a parent careful and tender, as a friend 
warm and invariable, as a subject faithful and 
unshaken even in poverty and distress. He 
coQ^ued in his chaxacter qualifications but 
rarely met with in any age : for he was a man 
of lively genius but unbending principle ; of 
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large capadty, but tncessant labour; of the 
greatest attainmeota, but unafiected huinilit3r. 

As no man was more capable of giving a 
faithful character of Bishq) Taylor than Dr. 
Hust hiilnself, it is in vain to a.ttempt an im* 
provemait upon the record he has preserved 
ofiU •• The subject indeed could hardly be 
** reached by any expressions, for this prelate 
«< was none of God's ordinary works ; his en- 
<< dowments were so many, and so great, 
<* as really made him a miracle. 

" ^^ Nature had befriended him mtK!fa in his 
" constitution ; for he was a person of a most ^ 
«* sweet and obliging humour, of great can- 
*^ dour and ingenuousness ; and there was so 
^ much salt and fineness of wit and pret- 
«< tiness of address in his familiar discourses, 
«' as made his conversation have all the plea«* 
«^ santness of a comedy, and all the usefulness 
'< of a sermon : his soul was made up of har- 
^ mony, and he never spake but he charmed 
<' his hearer, not only with the clearness 
<< of his reason, but all his words, and his 
*«very tone, and cadences weite unusu40y 
'* musical.

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!« But that which most of all captiroJttd 
<« and ravished his hearers was the gaiety and 
** richness of his fancy ; for he had much in 
^ him of that natural enthusiasm that insfnres 
^ all great poets and orators ; and there was 
** a generous ferment in his blood and s^ttritSy 
*^ that forcibly excited hia imagination aad 
<^ raised it to such a degree of luxuriancy, as 
^ nothing but the greatness of his wit and 
*< judgment could have kept within due 
** bounds. 

** And indeed it was a rare mixture, and 
^* a single instance, hardly to be found in an 
" age ; for the great tryer of wits has UAd us, 
<< that there is a peculiar and several com^ 
<< plexion, required for wit, and judgment^ 
« and fancy ; and yet you might have found 
« all these in this great personage, in their 
" eminence and perfection. But that which 
«< made his wit and judgment so considerable, 
•« was the largeness and freedom of his spirit, 
** for trudi is plain and easy to a mind diseI^• 
" tangled from superstition and prejudice ; 
'* he was one of the, 'fixXflc74xoi, a sort of bold 
«< philosophers that Laertius speaks of, that 
<* did not addict themselves to any particular 
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4* $ect» but ingeniously sought for truth among 
<< all the wrangling schools ; and they found 
*< her miserably torn and rent to pieces, and 
<< parcelled into rags, by the several con* 
<< tending parties, and so disfigured and 
•* misshapened, that it was hard to know her j 
" but they made a shift to gather up her scat- 
<< tered limbs, which as soon as they came 
*^ together, by a strange sympathy and con- 
*^ naturalness, presently united into a lovely 
^ and beautiful body^ This was the spirit of 
" this- great man j he weighed men's reasons, 
** and not their names, and was not scared 
« with the ugly visors men usually put upon

^< execrations of an infallible ch^ur, which he 
•* looked upon only as bug-bears to terrify

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" that it is impossible, a pure, humble, re-

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^ He had not only the accomplishments of 
« a gentleman, but so universal were his 
«• parts, that they were proportioned to every 
** thing ; and though his i^irit and humour 
<« were made up, of smoothness and gentle- 
•* ness, yet he could bear with the harshness 
<* and roughness of the schools ; and was not 
<< unseen in their subtilties and spinosities, 
« and upon occasion could make them serve 
**his purpose; yet, I believe, he thought 
^ many of them very near skin to the famous 
<< knight of La Mancha, and would make 
<< sport sometimes with the romantic so- 
•< phistry, and fantastic adventures of schod- 
«< errantry. His skill was great, both in the 
<< civil and canon law, and casuistical di- 
<* vinity ; and he was an admirable conductor 
«* of souls, and knew how to counsel and to 
<« advise ; to sdive difficulties, determine calses, 
<* and quiet consciences. He was no novice 
** in Mr. Sergeant's sci^ice of controversy ; 
^' but could manage an argument, and re- 
^< partees with wonderfid dexterity j he uii* 
** derstood what the several parties in Chris* 
** tendom have to say for themselves, and 
** could plead thar cause to better advantage 
** than any advocate of their tribe : and when 

^*he had done he could confute them too| 
10 
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*^ and shew, diat better arguments Uian ever 
^ they could produce for themsdves, would 
<f affi>rd no sufficient ground for their fond 
*< opmions* 

<* It would be too great a task to pursue 
^ his aceomplishments through the various 
<^ kindis of literature : I shall content mysdf 
^f to add only his grestt aoqu^itteace with 
^the fiithers and ecdesiasticai writers, and 
^<tbe doctors of the first and purest 2geB 
•'both of the Greek and Latin dmrch; 
^' which he has made use of against the 
<* Romanists, to vindicate the church of 
«« England firom the challenge of imvovation, 
^and prove hor to be truly ancient, catho- 
^lic, and apostolical* 

^f But pdigion and virtue is the crown of 
«< ^ other aocomplisdunents ; and it was the 
f*^ry of thki great man, to be thought a 
«♦ Chmtiftn^ and whatev» you added to it, he 
<< looked upon as a term of diminution : and 
<< yet he was a zealous son of the church of 
.^^ En^and ; but that was because he judged 
*« her (and with great reason) a church the 
^« moat purely Ghriistkn of any in the world. 
i^ In his youngs yean he met with some as^ 
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^ sapQlts from Pc^ery ; and the high preten- 
<* sions of their Religious Orders were very 
** accommodate to his devotional temper : but 
'< he was always so much ixiaster of himself, 
^ that he would never be governed byanything 
** but reason, and the evidence of trnth, which 
*♦ engaged him in the study of tlM»e contro- 
^* versies, and to how good a purpose the 
*< world is a sufficient witness. The l<»)ger» 
*< and the more he considered, the worse hd 
^* liked the Roman cause, and became at last 
** to centre them with some severity. 

^^ But Religion is not a matter of theory 
** and orthodox notions ; and it is not 
<< enough to believe aright, but we must pritc- 
'< tise accordingly; and to master our pas- 
** sions, to make a right use of that «Kir<0«V4oy, 
** and power that God has given us over our 
^< own actions, is a greater glmy than all other 
^^ accomplishments that can adorn the mind 
*^ of man : and therefore, I sball dose mf 
'< character of this great persondge, by touchy 
^* ing upon some of those virtues, for which 
<< his memory will be precious to all posterity. 

<< He was a person of great humility; and not^ 
*^ withstanding his stupendous parts, leamiiigi 
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and eminence of plaqe, he had nothing i» 
him of pride and humour, but was cowtoous^ 
aflBible, and of easy access, and would }wi 
a ready ear to the comfdiaints, evetn to^e 
impertinencie%of the meanest people. His 
humility was coupled with extraordinary 
piety; and, I believe, he sp^tthe greatest 
part of hifttime in heaven; his solemn 
hours of prayer took up a considerable por- 
tion of bis life ; a^d we s^re not to doubt, 
but be had leai^ed of St- Paul to. pray con* 
tinually; and that occasional c^aeqlatiopsy 
and frequent aspirations, and emigrations 
of his soul after Gpd, made up the best part 
of his devotions. But he was not only a 
good man in his duty to God, he was also 
come to the, top of SU Peter's ; gradation^ 
and to all his other virtues added a, large 

< and difiusive charity ; and whoever com- 
^ pares his plentiful income^ with the inpoB^ 

* siderable estate J^e left at his death", will 

* be easily convinced that charity was stew- 

< ard for a great proportion of his revenue^ 
^ But the hungry that he fed, the naked that 



■ Ware says that he was so very charitable^ that, saving 
to bis three daughters their moderate portions, be distri- 
buted all the rest to the poor. Catal. of Irish Prelates, 
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^ he eioathed, the distressed that he supplied, 
<« rad the ^therless that he provided for ; the 
^poor children diat he put to apprentice,' 
^brought up at school, and maintained at 
•* the university, could not fail to proclainl 
^ that dmrity which he dispersed with hi9 
•• right hand, but of which he would not suf- 
<< iTer his left hand to have knowledge. 

« To sum up all, this great prelate' had the 
^* good humour of a gentleman, the eloquence 
♦* of an orator, the fafccy of a poet, the acute- 
<* ness of a schoolman, tlie profoundness of a 
<* philctopher, the wisdom of a comisellor, the 
^< sagacity of a prophet, the reason of an 
** ang^ and the piety of a saint : he had 
^ devotion enough for a cloister, learning 
*< enough for an university, and wit enough for 
^ a college of virtuosi ; and, had his parts 
^ and endowments been parceled out amongst 
" his clergy that he left behind him, it woulct 
^* perhaps have made one of the best dioceses 
^ in the world. But alas ! * Our Father ! our 
** • Father ! the Horses of our Israel, and the 
*< < Chariot thereof;' he is gone, and has car- 
*« ried his mantle and his spirit along with himf 
" up to heaven ; and the sons of the prophets 
<< have lost all their beauty and lustre which

On the death of Taylor the 
Bishopric of Dromore was conferred upon Dr. Rust^ 
but he Mved only three years aller his consecration: 
being (like his friend) attacked hy a fever, of whidi 
he died in December 1670, in the prime of life> to the 
unspeakable grief of all that knew his worth, and especi*

Milton may be first selected; as coming^ 
nearest to hiln in many particulars. Bom 
witiiin !five years of eadi other, and educated 
in the same university, they kum^d fortk 
into lifi^ at a period the most eventful that 
England ever vi^nessed ; when two^warfcd 
parties were drawing towards an open ru{^ 
ture, each supported by abilities 'tihat . have 
rarely appeared in any age.

The style of Hidl is more racy and soi* 
tentious than elevated and flowing; and bs 
impresses the mind by an air slow and ma- 
jestic, on occasions when Taylor would sur- 
prise by his brightness, atid captivate by his 
energy. The unadorned periods of Sanderson 
and Hammond, of Hate and Chillingworth) 
of Farringdon, Bramhall, or Etonian Hales» 
bear so slight a resemblance to the style of 
Taylor, that no comparison can be formed^ 
between them. But the copiousness of Bar- 
row justly demands a place by the aide of this 
distinguished writer. The stream which he 
pours from the fountains of salvation, clear as 
it is deep, and strong as it is full, descends ; 
upon us with irresistible energy. We are too 
much occupied by the force of moral wisdom 
that every where prevails, to require the em- 
bellishments of fancy : but the flow of divine 
truth proceeding from Taylor is as exuberant 
as that of Barrow^ but not so equable. In 
the flexures of its course at one time it charms

: Englidi prose was in his time in a progres- 
sive state* It had been advanced very fior by 
the genius of Sidney and the wisdom of 
Hooker; but the pedantry of the reign of 
James had done much to eclipse its lustre. 
In Taylor it broke out from its obscurity with 
encreased energy and brightness. His po- 
lemical discourses exhibit a specimen of 
English composition superior to any that had 
gone before. 

As a preacher, though too diffuse formor 
dem hearers, yet was he the admiration"' of

** It is in these as in his native element^ that 
f* he soars far above his fellows. Taylor's

" talents are but the decoration of that wing —
